This is one of the moot pti&sant mouthsin the year; 'its temperature is cool and so* 
freshing:; and extrnnely congenial to all hut the victims ol gout and rheumatism. 4 Tho 
idr at mid-day is generally clear and. wholesome but the mornings and evenings are soma 
times damp^nd foggy. 

The thermometer ranges, in the shade, from !»2 in the morning to 65 i the afternoon* 

A northerly wind prevails during this month, but seldom blows with m^ch sticugth. 
When it does and is accompanied with rnin, the cold is very disagreeable. 

Vegetables of all kinds are now in the highest state of perf-a turn , the markets abound 
with green peas, cauliflowers, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, yams, carrots, spinimge, greens, 
cucumbers, radishes, celery, lettuces, young unions, old cole, kochoo, french beans, seem, 
brinjalls, red and white lx:et, &c. &c. 

In the incut market there is a plentiful supply of beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork, kid, 
poultry, tkc. of the most superior kind. 

Game also is to he had iu great abundance— -stupe, duck, teat, & c 

The fish market is well supplied ai this season, with lieckty, (the salmon of the East)' 
moomee, rowe, cuilah, quoyc, sow le, seliisli, bhoiaii, eels, bonspiittnh, uud many others 
of inferior df s< ripfiens. 

Fruit trees, in gcneml, begin to show tjndr hods and blossoms this month; iuangoe, 
peach, pumpleuose, (shaddock), rose apples, Ke 

The fruits in season are Cm no oranges, loquats. plantains, pine apples, sugar cane, 
country almond.;, linus, ami tipparnh 

The following fruits mid %cg tables, arc procurable not only in this month but through* 
out the whole year, vis. — plantains, sugar canes, lotoauuls, guuvas, pine apples, papaws 
or pupiahs, custard apples, jack, country almonds, lamuruids, omrah, barbutfy, mint, 
gage, aves, parsley, onions, &e. 


FEBRUVRY. 

Tlie commencement of tins month is generally cool and comfortable, particularly if 
the Northerly wind prevails; the went her alter wards becomes disagreeable, till a chaugo 
of season takes place about the . lid ol ihe month. 

When the weather i*» variable, the wind blows principally from the N. W. veering 
round occasionally to the N K attended with 4 limits anil du/aling ruin , this c ontinues 
til] about the 20th, \\ Lieu the Souther!} wind sets ui. The weather now becomes mild and 
genial. 

The days are sometimes hot, and the nights cold, with heavy dews. 

The Thermometer, in the shade ranges on a medium, from 58 in the morning to 75 in 
(he evening. 

The measles, in children, are verv prevalent during the whole of this month. 

Rheumatism and »mut become Jess troublesome after the southerly winds have set in. 
Warm clothing at this period is lather unpleasant to new comers, bill not so to old iudipri'i, 
whose blood is not so easily heated Sometimes this month is rather showery, which pro- 
tracts the cold season till the middle of the following mouth. 

The fish market has the addition of the small hilsah, (the herring.) 

Heat and vegetables continue good and abundant. 

The additional vegetables are asparagus, pumkm and young cucumbers ; and fruits, 
custard apples, mulberries, and small water melons. A 

. The weather, during the greater portion of this month. Is just pleasantly warm, at 
least to old Indians ; towards the hitter part of it however the heat becomes occasionally 
oppressive eyes U them. 



if LOCAL OBSERVATIONS; 

MARCH. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 68 imthe morning to 82 in the afternoon. 
Various operations of husbandry, generally complice this month, so soon as the 
ground is moistened by rain; tlqs however sometimes happens at the latter end of Fe- 
bruary, and tlien it is occ asioned by an unusual quantity of ' rain. 

The meat market continues good. 1 

Fishtobehad in abundance, and the market has the addition of the gootcah, a small 
and well .flavored tish. 

Green peas and turnips disappear this month; sal lad, cabbages, carrots and celery 
are on the decline, dint asparagus and potatoqg contimm excellent: groeb mangoes mid 
unripe fnotee are to be had , also omralr, greens, and waterier eases. 

Fruit is also plentiful-large water melons appear about the middle of the present 
month, and continue in perfection till the middle of June. 

The North-wester* with thunder and lightning, and ram, generally appear towards 
the end of this month. * • 

* APRIL. 

The beginning of this month is sometimes pleasant, particularly if * V* North -western 
are frequent; but the middle und latter part are dis i,;reca‘jlc i*i the extreme , it is one of 
the worst months in the year. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 ill the morning to 02 in the afternoon, 
bnt when exposed to the sun, it rises to J 1(1. 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout the month; and when 
the wind is hot from the absence of rain, it becomes oppressive. This state of the wentner 
» very unfavorable to i t getotion. 

The North- westers are at times attended with dreadfril storms of thunder and light- 
ning, during which rain a id hud tall in torrents: these storms sometimes occasion much 
damage The North westers continue at intervals till the beginning, and sometimes till 
the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which be gins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spongy and yellow. 

The fish market has the addition of the mangoc fish, so called from its annual visit 
to all the Bengal rivers, at this (the inangoe) season, to spawn, it appears hs soon as the 
mangoc is formed ou the tree, and disappears at the close of the season, that is about the 
middle of Jnly. This fish, lias perhaps, the most ngrocnble flavor of any in the world, . 
aud is sought after, (by natives us well as Europeans) that, although not so larje as a 
middle sized whiting, (hey arc sold at tho beginning of the mouth, at from 2 to 4 Rupees 
the score. Before the end of ttft> , as they become plentiful they are sold at one Rupee 
the score; and in June, two to three sc ore may lie had for a Rupee. The fish market has 
also the addition ol the carp, rakugocr. 

Potatoes, asparagus, onions, cucumbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the only vege- 
tables to be procured. 

Water melons and musk melons arc in grent perfection —there is not much fruit 
now to be had in the market. Green man^oos for pickling, und cormda for tarts are In 
f (cat abundance. 

MAY. 

The present is considered a very bad month, the weather being parching hot, with J 
HO rain. * 

The thermometer ranges in the shade, on a medium, from 85 in the morning to 98 in 
the afternoon ■ if exposed to I he full influence of the sunbeams, it will rise to 180 degrees, 
and sometimes higher. 

The weather, as we have already soid, is most oppressive, especially the latter half 
Cjf tliemoiilli; the wind continues Southerly, find the Irat is scarcely bearable — Of all 
months in the year, the present is the mo d trying, particularly to those whose avocations 
compel them to be much out of doors. To be exposed to the sun without a covering, is 
extremely dangerous at an£ hour ; from 10 to r> o'clock, it would be run* to any consti- 
tution, except to that of a native, inured to the climate by birth and practice ; and even 
natives sometimes fail a sacrifice to the powerful influence of the sun, The boat in tht

The meat market is vfa inferior to tfifct of test month.’ 

Fish continues good ghd abundant, the beckty excepted, which from the difficulty of 
its reaching the market a a firm state, becomes scarce. Mafigcte fish, is iugreat pcrfeu- 
tiun this mouth. 

Asparagus, potatoes, and cabbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips, sweet potatoes, 
cucumbers and ouiuns are nearly all the vegetables sow is the market. Pumpkins and 
other similar roots are however procurable. 

JUNJE. 

' The periodical rains set' in abont the middle of this month. Refreshing showers 
fall occasionally, which cool the air and encourage vegetation. 

The thermometer during the first half of this month, frequently rises to 99, in the 
shade, at noon; but in general the rains, which commence about the 15th keep the tem- 
perature much below this. 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is pleasant or oppressive, accord 
ing to the quantity of rain which falls; if the weather be dry the heat is scarcely heara- 
ble ; it is generally very close , not a breath of air from any quarter; but when the rains* 
fall, the temperature is not disagreeable. 

Meat, as must be expected, is now very indifferent. 

The fish market is much the same as during last month. 

Mangoes and mango,' fish are in great abundance, and perfection. The Maldah 
goes arrive in Calcutta about the middle or latter end of this month, and they are con- 
sidered to be the best that can be procured in Bengal Grapes, peaches, leeches, ficc. 
disappear this month. Custard apples, pine apples, and guavas are in groat perfection. 

Asparagus and potatoes, onions and Indian corn, are the principal vegetables that 
remain. 


JULY. 

This month is attended with much rain ; the winds are light and variable : the wea- 
ther frequently gloomy, and sometimes stormy, with heavy falls of rain; whilst at inter*- 
vals it is fair, and mild. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to Ml in the afternoon. 

The showery weather of the present and preceding month is productive of the most 
beneficial effects to the grain. 

Meat continues lean and poor. 

The fidi market continues good. The mooujee, the rowe, the cntlah, the qooye, the 
aowle, the mhugoor. the okiiigire, the tangrah, and the clmnnah, are procurable in this 
month, and indeed ul l the. > ear round. The hi Isa (or sable; fish now r makes its appearance. 
Tins fish is delicious, either boiled, baked, or fried . but it is generally considered very 
unwholesome. The natives devour it in such quantities, as to occasion great mortality 
among them. The fish, on being cured with tamarinds, forms a good substitute fur her* 
rings.— It is then known by the appellation of (lie tamarind fish. 

Mangoes and. raangoe fish disappear this mouth. 

Puie-apples, custard-apples, and guavas coutiuue in season. 

The vegetable market is very inditfereut— asparagus is in perfection, but potatoes 
becom ' pour nud watery. Young lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes am now pro- 
curable; also the cumruuga and corinda. 

AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of rain the weather continues much 
Che same as last— this and the jareceding mouth arc remarkable ter heavy falls of rain, 
being the wetyestin the whole year. 
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The 1femo**tar ranges in the**** c fro»* la the morning to *iafl*«f»ew*ff. 
Xl^ht a*****tyt»fe winds end dtmdy weather, with mnart wad light m*n f/ W*^^ 
the beginning of ttae month ; the middle ii sometimes fair, mUd/eool, andpVefiiimtitbe 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong winds add heavy rain. * ' ' * • 

From the combined heat and moisture, in this month and the preceding) veiekrtlon , 
springs up and spreads with astonishing rapidity. \ , * ’ 

The meat and flah markets are much the same as last mouth. 

Jfamplenose (shaddock) appears this month; pine-apples, custard-apples, and guava* 
continue inperfection. r 

The vegetables procurable are sailed, asparagus, cucumber, brlnjulls, nrackuiu seem 
(a kind of french beans,) radishes, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and some indifferent pota- 
toes. Indian corn, cucumbers, and splnnage, are to be had now and nil th* 5 y®** 1 round- 
but they- are tasteless, except at this season, when they become firm, good, and very par 
Intable. The avigato pear is sometimes procurable at this period. 

- SEPTEMBER. 

The rains subside considerably -during this month. 

The wind continues light and variable, attended with occasional cloudy weather. 

* The days are sometimes fair, mild, and bright,— and the temperature agreeable. 

The Thermometer ranges from 78 iu the morning to 8b in the afternoon. 

The meat market is much the same as in last month. 

The tab market experiences but slight improvement; for although there is abundance 
of fish, yet it is not always firm and good, except the beckty, which becomes larger and 
bettor flavored. The following are also in the market— the bholah, dessy tangrah, konteh , 
bhoagirs, gungtornh, kowell, toootee, pyraiirchondah, aud the shell Ash, bodye chinggry. 

Vegetables very indifferent; potatoes not eatable,— yams come in season about this 
time. 

Inrthe fruit market, small oranges make their appearance, but very acid. Custard* 
apples, pine-apples, guavas, and pumplenosc continue iu season. 

OCTOBER. 

The first half of this month, generally yields a good supply of rain, and introduces 
the powerful influence of u second spring season upon all vegetating bodies. 

The rainy season breaks up generally between the 10th and 20th of this month ; some- 
. times, however, it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case ; the concluding 
v showers are frequently heavy, continuing from 6 to 24 hours, incessantly; after which 
tile weather becomes fair, calm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 75 in the morning to 80 in the afternoon. 
The winds are in general light and variable during the month, veering from south to 
N. W. thence to north and N. £. 

The monsoon changes about the 21st of this month— after which, light breexes set In 
from the north and north-east. 

As soon as the weather sets in fail', it is the propitious season for preparing the 
kitchen garden. 

ft s.The meat markets begin to revive, and the flab m irket to improve ; the beckty becomes 
^ firm, and the other fish proportionality good; snipes make their appearance. 

Vegetables and fruit continue much the same as last mouth, till the latter end of the 
preaeut month, when, if the season is favorable, both experience a considerable improve* 
meat. Oranges become larger and better flavoured, and custard-apples are in great per- 
fection. 

Young potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month, but they have very 
little flavour;— they are small and watery. Pomegrenutes are procurable, also kutbail. 

NOVEMBER. 

The weather is clear and settled aud the temperature reasonable. S ome t im es 4hf 
days are warm, but the mornings and evenings are cool and agreeable.

The days and nights are cold and clear; and the mornings and evenings foggy, par- 
ticularly at the latter end of the month. * s 

The thermometer ranges from G5 in the raqj^iiug to 70 in the afternoon. * 

The meat and fish markets are in great perfi&tion, both as to quantity and quality! 
game of all kinds in abundance. 

The vegetable market is excellent, yielding green peas, young potatoes, lettuces* c 
young onions, radishes, small sallnti, sweet potatoes, french beans, seem, brinjalls, yam, 
carrots, turnips, greens, youug cabbages and cauliflowers.

His Highness, M;,ha Raja Rarajit Sinh, King of the Seikha.

The Government of tlie Seikhshad been formerly divided among a 
number of petty independent chieftains under th<r Kftab a or common- 
wealth, *‘t>> the established rules and laws of which, as fixed by 
Cuuu Govind, it was their moral and religious duty to conform.” 
*1 be ancestors of Ranajit Sinh had been in possession of but a few 
villages, until his father, by feudatory depredations, and the conquest 
of Lahore, Laid the foundation of the present considerable power oi his 
r Aon, who lias now subdued almost all the petty Seikh chiefs. 


KING OF OUDE. 

His Majesty, Abu Nasekr Kctobuddiv Soliman Jah Sultans 
Adal Nowshekewan Zeman Padshah, King of Oude. Succeeded 
his father on the 9th October, 1827, and is about twenty-five years of 
age; has two sons, Mitzas Kaiwan Jah and Faredoun Bckht; 
is the son ofGAZiunniN Hyper Padshah, the son of Newab Saar 
DUT Ally, the brother of Asorh-up-dowla, the son of Nuja-ud- 
dowla, the son of Munsook Ally Khan, otherwise called Vizier 
Seed a R Juno, the nephew and son-in-law of Sappcjt Khan. 

The family ol the princes of Oude are descended from Mere 
Mahammkd Ameen, a nobleman of Persia, who, like many others, who 
took refuge in the neighbouring countries, during the great revolution 
of their country, in consequence of the ambition of Nadir Shah, who re- 
belled in 1732, fled to India in the reign of Bkhapouu Shah, and was 
received into the Imperial service, under the name of ^aadit Khan. 
He was appointed to the Government of Oude in 1719 on the acces- 
sion of Mbhamep Shah to the throne of Delhi, lie had no son,.and 
was, therefore, succeeded by his nephew and son-in-law. On the death 
of AsOPH-Ud-dowla without any male issue, his spurious son. Vizikk 
Ally, assumed the reins of government, but his illegitimacy being 
discovered, he was, after a reign of four mbnths deposed, and Saadut 
Ally, the brother of Asoph-ud-powla, ascended the mumud on the 
21st of January, 1798. in 1819, Shah Zemin relinquished the title of 
Newab, and assumed that of King. 

KING OF NEPAL. 

Maharaja Raj Kajendra Vikram Sah, King of Nepal, suc- 
ceeded his father at the early age of two years ; is now sixteen and a 
half years old; has an infant son born last year; is the son of Giri- 
YAH Juddha Vikram Sah, the son of Pkithwi Pal Sah. the sue- 
eessor of Run Bahadur, the son of Purthi Namrain, the GoorkhaM 
conqueror of Nepaul, who subdued it in 1768. 
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The death of the present Rajahs father is one of those, whch 
Princes whose caprice is the law, have met with. Giuivan Juddha 
Vie ham Sah having^, a used a pagoda, like that of Juggernath, to ho 
erected, ordered si miliar obedience to be paid to it. This excited disatis- 
faction amongst his people ; and one of his brothers took advantage of 
this opportunity of revenging the death of another brother, who had 
been put to death by the eradication of* his eyes, by order of the Rajah, 
He accordingly went to the Court, and pretending to remonstrate with 
him on the injustice of his late order, struck him with his sabre. He was, 
however, immediately killed by ihe Causy Bhimsen. who was present, 
and the infant prim e was placed on the Musnud . On the night of 
the same day, three hundred persona, on whom any suspicion fell, were, 
it is supposed, put to death by the Causy’s order, Nepal is tributary 
to China 1‘roiu the year 1792. 


NIZAM OF IIYDltABAD,

When Asoph Jah Nizam-ul-moolk 
returned from Delhi, in 1740, whither he had been called to repel the in- 
vasion of NarlirShaii ; he fought in 1741, his sonNizam-ud-dowIa, whom 
be had appointed his regent, and who had reh lied against him. Nizam- 
ul-moolk died in 1748, from which tunc, to (he year 1800, a period of 
62 years, four princes had ascended the Musnud, and were successively 
assassinated. Muzuffer Jnng was grandson to Nizain-ul-moolk 
Nizam-ali made Hydrabad his capital. 


HA JAH OF GWALIOR. 

His Highness, Maharajah Janko Raq Scindia, Rajah of Gwalior, 
Succeeded to the Scindia Government on the 18th June, 1827, is 
wow fouiteen years of age; was elected by Baiza Bai, tne widow of 
D|,)« LRT Kao Scindia; the nephew ol Madhajee Scindia, the son 
of Ranojee Scindia. 

i The family of Scindia are Sudras, of the tribe of Kumbhee, or cul- 
tivators. " Ranojae was employed by Peisliwa Bajerow,as the bearer of 
his slippers, from which situation he rose to eminence; and when Raje- 
row succeeded his father, Biswanatli Row, in the office of Peishwa,in 
May, 1720 ; came into Malwa in 1731 ; Ranojee was a Marbatt* chief- 
tain of the first rank. So that the Sovereign authority of the Scindia 
family cannot have existed more thau between a hundred and one bun* 
dred and ten years, 

RAJAH OF BHURTPORE, 

His Highness, Maharajah Balwont Sinh, Rajah of filmrtpote, 
E^eeded his lather in August, 1824; was displaced by one of fas#

p » . By a Resolution of the Governor General in 

ream e . Council, dated the loth of September 1824, the 

Flirruck »bad Rupee was ordered to be coined of 180 Grains, 165 
line and 15 ui’.oy, and was declared the legal currency of the 
Saugor and Nevbuddah Territories ; and all coinages of that Ru- 
pee have been struck at the Saugor Mint since the above Reso- 
lution was passed of the Weight and Standard therein specified. 
At the same time the Furruckabad Rupees issued from the other 
Mints of the Honorable Company have been coined to correspond^ 
with the Standard described in the 5th Section of Regulation XI.

The British Indian system of weights having been ordered by 
Reg. VIJ. 1833, to supersede tire bazar weights previously used, 
(of which the unit was the old Moorshedabad rupee weight of 
179,666 troy grains, called the sicca weight,) in all Government trans- 
actions, a corresponding adjustment was made of all the weights 
in use at the several Government offices of the metropolis — the cus- 
tom-house, the mint, the treasury, t lie bank, and the police; and 
sets of standard seer and tola weights of brass were ordered to be 
prepared at the mint for distiibulion to all the collector’s offices of 
the Bengal presidency. 

The regulation in question expressly avoided enforcing the 
change by any penal enactment, trusting that the sense of public 
convenience would quickly ensure its substitution for the irregular 
system now prevalent ; and directing only that the verification and 
adjustment of all weights at the Calcutta and Sagur assay offices, 
should be made for the future in accordance with the new scale. 

. In the ordinary dealings of commerce, the difference between 
the bazar weights and the new weights is not recognizable : indeed 
fl^errors of single large weights is generally found to exceed the 
amttant of modification now introduced : no incouvenience there- 
fore remains from the still general use of the old bazar weights.

The same degree of correspondence cannot be expected between 
the Indian weights and the atomlupois system of England; but, as 
; the latter are employed in all the transactions of commerce, except- 
ing those of bullion and some other trifling articles, it becomes ne- 
cessary to give tables for their conversion at greater length. In 
these, as on iortner occasions, the system of expressing fractions in 
decimals has been preferred, from the very great facility it affoids 
sn taking out the equivalents of quantities to which the tables do not 
extend. Decimal numeration is too well understood in the present 
day to require explanation, but one example may be advantageous- 
ly given as applying to all the tables hereafter constructed on the 
same principle :

There is another species of weight employed in some branches 
of the counneiee of Calcutta which it will be necessary to' 
expel before uniformity can be established. This is the system of 
factory weights originally used by u the English factory at Ben- 
gal,'’ and now generally retained in the commercial transactions of 
the Government, although long since superseded in their customs 
and revenue business by the bazar weights. 

It would appear to have been adopted in 1787 to save calcu- 
lation in the home remittances of produce, three factory maunds 
being almost exactly equal to two hundred weight avoirdupois. 

A uiomtzifs inspection of the Calcutta price-current will be 
sufficient to piove the great inconvenience which the retention of 
tile two-fold fjy i km must cause. Some articles are quoted at 
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w sicca rupees per lazar mound? other at “ sicca rupees per fac- 
tory mound? and others again at “ current rupees per factory 
mmind ? the current rupee being an imaginary money, of which 
116 are assumed equal to 100 sicca ! 

. To increase the pt-rplcxity, the same article is often estimated 
Jag, a different scale as it comes from different places ; thus, ftad- 
fifcgore and Bauleah silk are sold per bazar seci : while Kasimba- 
Jrtir and Gonutca silk, per factory seer. Tin, iron, verdigris, 
Japan and English coppet per e sicca rimers and factory mannd — 
steel, zinc, lead, mercury, and South American copper, pi r current 
rupees and factory mannd! — Gum Benjamin is sold by factory , 
all other gums by bazar weight : — stick iac by the funner, but 
shell lac and lac dye by the latter ! 

Many more examples might be furnished of similar inconsis- 
tency. Saltpetre, indigo, silk, the produce of the Straits, and me- 
tals are the principal articles sold by the factory maund ; while 
grain, sugar, cotton, most articles of food, and ail of retail bazar 
consumption, are sold by the bazar web; lit. 

'Hie old bazar mauud was defined to be ten per cent, heavier 
than the factory mannd, therefore the latter will be equal to 74 lb 
10 oz. 10.666 dr. avoirdupois; the seer to 1 lb. 33 oz. 13.866 dr. 
Mid the chitak to 1 oz. 13.366 dr. 

From the simple relation of the factory to the bazar weight, 
there can be no difficulty whatever in substituting the latter in its 
place, in the valuation of sueh articles oi commerce as are still 
estimated by the former. — nothing more being necessary than to 
add ten per cent, to the prices , fonnedy quoted per factory mannd . 
Thus; indigo sold at 100 or 200 rupees pi r lurtort maumi, will 
now be 110 or 2*20 mpees per wan, and so of other goods-. As 
such goods are invariably weighed at the custom-house on the new 
system, and the duty or drawback caicul ited accordingly, it is only 
a source of perplexity to buy and >eli by the obsolete weight ; and 
to retain two species of weights m a ware-house, must obviously 
open the door to continual mistakes, if not occasionally even to 
fraudulent interchange. 

Table XXI. gives the conversion of factory weights into new 
mans accurately, but in ordinary practice the following simple rule 
will suilice. * 

f. Deduct one- eleventh from the weight in factory maunds, 
seers, or chitaks ; the result will be the weight in British Indian 
(or bazar) mans, seers, and chitaks. 

II. Add ten per cent, to the price per factory maund, &c* 
the result will be the price per British Indian (or bazar) niuns, &c 
The reverse table has not been calculated, because, it is to b© 
hoped, it will never be required.

sicca rupees, and one factory maund being equal to .90741 mun, 
as. above stated; tin* ratio of the two modes of valuation will be as 
100 to 86/207-7-90744, or 95 exactly. Hence may be deduced 
the following simple rules. 

!. Deduct five percent, from t!i3 price or value quoted in 
curren&npi es per factory weights and the result will be its equiva- 
lent in si ecu rupees per bazar , (or new,) weight. 

II. Add one and a third per cent, to the price or value quot- 
ed i^hurreul rupees per far tor y -weight, and the result will be its 
(equivalent in Furukhabad Madias or Bombay rupees per bazar (or 
new) weiwhl.

ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 

The dixi-aons. of lime, such as they sire piesented in the Calendar, are com* 
posed of days, weeks, months. and years. The modes of determining these divisions 
have been unions amongst the na lions of antiquity , and the le are still variations 
in these inodes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning 1 the nws hy the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
amongst that pi oplc at l lie present time, is, to commence the day at a certain 
hoar of the -veiling, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. Thus 
their sablvith begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the after- 
noon of Saturday. The Roman Catholic chart h also commences its festivals hi 
the evening ; and this custom is retained amongst ourselves in .some of our po- 
pular oh-ei vane*-'', Mich as the eve of St. John, and Christinas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the billowing night. Tlie civil day is distinguished from the 
astronomical day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating 1 
at the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day, is that used in the 
Nautical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with persons not familiar 
with this manner of computation : a little consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
Tjiu«, January 10. fifteen hours in astronomical time, is January 11, 3 in tiro 
morning, civil time. In France, and in most of the states of Europe, as with us, 
the hoars arc* counted up to 12, from midnight (ill noon, aud from noon till mid- 
night. in parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
sun-set, and the hours are counted on till th.* next sun-set. This mode, is very in- 
convenient to travellers, as the noon of the '■‘Italian hours” at the summer solstice 
is 16 o’clock, and 19 o clock at the winter solstice. 

The English names of the days of the week, are derived from the Saxons ; 
anH they partly adopted these names from the more civilized nations of antiquity. 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names lias been suggested in con- 
nexion with astronomical science. The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy was 
thus : 1, Saturn ; 2, Jupiter ; 3, Mars ; 4, the Sun ; 5, Venus ; 6, Mercury ; 7, 
the Moon. Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over 
each lvhur of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn 
would preside over the first hour of the first day ; Jupiter over the .second hour ; 
Mars over the third ; the Sun over the fourth, and so on Thus the Sun presid- 
ing over the fourth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day, would preside 
over the first hour of the second day ; and carrying on the series, the Moon would 
preside over the first hour of the third day. Mars over the first hour of the fourth 
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0My, Mercury over the first hour of the fifth day, Jupiter over the first hoar of 
the sixth day, and Venus oyer the first hour of the seventh day. Hence*, the 
namgto of the days yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe* The 
present English names are derived from the Saxon

Tiw, Woden, Thor, and Friya were deities of the Pagan Saxons. Thor 
■was the god of thunder, as well as the ancient Jove ; and Friya was a goddess, 
the wife of Woden. 

Almost all nations have regulated their months, in a great degree, by the. 
revolution of the moon. Some have endeavoured to unite this division with the 
annual course of the sun, by an augmentation of days at the end of each year, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
the Athenians followed this latter method ; the Macedonians, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 days ; the Turks and the Arabs have 
29 and 30 days; the months of the Anglo-Saxons were governed by the, re- 
volutions of the moon. Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, 
three months being appropriated to each of the four seasons ; but every third 
year contained an additional lunar month, winch was given to the summer sea- 
son The names of their lunar months, either hud reference to their religious 
ceremonies, or to the natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of anti- 
quity, and still martially prevails, with regard to the, commencement of the YE\K. 
The Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in the month of Mai eh ; the 
Athenians in the month of June ; tile Macedonians on the 241 h September ; the 
Christians of Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29th or 30th of August, and the Per- 
sians and Armenians on the 11th of August. The Jewish civil year begins on 
the first day of the mouth 7V.se/, which yeai, corresponds with our 9tli of 
September ; the Mahomedan’s begins on the first of the mouth Mo harm/, which 
year, corresponds with our 1 1th of July. Nearly all the nations of the Chris- 
tian woild now, commence the veur on the 1st of January ; but as recently as 1752, 
even iu England, the year did not legally and senprally commence till the 25th of 
March. In Scotland, at that period, the year began on the first of January. The 
diiferenoe caused great practical inconveniences, and January and February, and 
part of Match, sometimes bore two dates, as we often find in old records, as 1711- 
12. This practice often leads to chronological mistakes ; for instance, we popu- 
larly saw u The Revolution of 1088” that great event happening in February of the 
year 1688, according to the then mode of computation : but if the year were held 
to begin, as it does now, on the 1st of January , it would be u The Revolution of 
1089.” In the anniversaries given in the Jin fifth Almanac, the alterations of style, 
’made in 1752, have not been followed, as any correction of date would have em- 
barrassed the reader in historical and biographical references. 

The year, propel ly so called, is the solar year, or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. This period comprises 365 
days, & hours, and 48 minutes, 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astrono- 
■ jnicnl year. 

The Calendar is a table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the dis- 
tribution of time, and to i idicata remarkable days connected with devotion or busi- 
ness. If every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a uniform calen- 
dar had'been general throughout civilized states, history would present much fewer 
difficulties and contradictions. The progress of astronomical science has neces- 
sarily produced great changes in the manner of dividing time ; and thus, whilst some 
nations have been ready to give their calendar ev ery possible advantage of a scien- 
tific construction, the prejudices of others have rendered them unwilling to depart 
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from their accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may be curious and iastrnc* 
tive to trace, Very briefly, the charges of the calendar, ordinarily called, the Ranges 
of style. w 

The Romans called the first days of each month, C a lends, from a word which 
signified called; because the pontiffs, on those days, called the people together, to 
apprise them oi the days of festival in that month. Hence we derive the name of 
Calendar. - * 

The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all 
nations, is stated to have been introduced bv Romulus, tin- founder of this city# 
He divided the year into ten months only ; Mars, Aprilis, Mains, Junius, Qiiintilis, 
(afterwards called Julius.) Sextilis, (afterwards called Augustus,) September, Oc- 
tober, November, December. Mars, M litis, Quiutili.s, and October, contained 31 
days, and each of the six other months 30 days; so that the ten months comprised 
304 days. The year of Romulus was, therefore, of 5;) days’ less duration than the 
lunar year, and ot 61 days less than the solar year : und its commencement of course 
did not correspond with any lived season. Numn PmnpiliiH corrected this calen- 
dar, by adding two months, Januaries, and Februaries, which lie placed before 
Mars. Julius Caesar, being desirous to render the calendar still more correct, con- 
sulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year as 365 days, 6 hours, 
comprising, as they thought, the period from one vernal equinox to another. The 
six hours were set aside, and, at the end of four years, fanning a day, the fourth 
year was made to consist of 366 days. The day thus added, was called intercida- 
ry, and was added to the month of February, by doubling the 24 h of that month, 
or according to their way of reckoning, the sixth of the Calends of March. Hence 
the year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect arrangement, which was deno- 
minated the Julian style, prevailed generally throughout the Christian woild, till the 
time of Rope Gregory XIII. The Calendar of Julius C.X’sar was defective in this 
particular ; that the solar year, consisting of 365 days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes, and 
not of 365 days, 6 hours, as was supposed in the time of Julius Cim»«ir ; there was 
a diilVrence between the apparent yeai and the real year, of eleven minutes. This 
di.'lerenco at the time of Gregoiy \lIT., had amounted to ten entiie days, the ver- 
nal equinox filling on the Utli, instead of the 2 Isi ot March, at which period it fell 
correctly at the time of the Couiu.il nl Nice, in the xesir 325. To obviate Ibis in- 
comcuicnce, Gregmy ordained, in 1582, that 1 lie 15di Oi tuber should bo counted 
instead of the 5th, for the filure ; and to prevent the recurrence of this error, it 
was iurther determined, that tn * year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, 
with the exemption ot the begiuiim^ of each fourth centuiy. Plms, 17u0 arid 1800 
have not been bissextile, nor will 1933 be so; but tie* year 233 ‘ will be bissextile. 
In this un nner, three da\s ar** retrenched in four h ind red years; because the 
lapse ol ine ele\e»i in nat^s m lives three d iys in about tn it period. The year of 
the calendar is lln<« m.i !■*. a-i nearly as possible, to con espond with the true solar 
year; and tutu re eirors oi chrotiulogy are avoided. 

The adoption of this eh in re, whieli is called the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(the Julian being called fh«- Old Slvle.) was for some time resisted by states, not 
under the authority of tin* see o[ Rom**. Tue chung“ of the style in Ragland was 
established by an act of pm ii, intent, passed in 1752. It was then funded, that the 
year should cnirnimire on the 1st ot J.uutiry, instead ol March 2.5 f h ; and that in 
the year 1752, the da\ s .sho.ihl be numbt red as usual until September 2d, when the 
day following should !>'• a. counted ilie I4th September, omirting 11 duvs. Tim 
Gregorian pnneipl- of dropping on* day :n every b indred'h v**:r, ( xeept the fourth 
hundredth, was ulna ontct*d. I 1 it • alteration was, for n long time, opposed bv the 
prejudices oi in. li, idu iK ; and even m-.v, with some persons, ilie Old Stylo i* so 
pettinaciously adhere I to, th »t ten 4 , * are mido pay ible on die oltl quarter-days, in- 
stead oi the now. For this reason, and nut in deference to the prejudice, the old 
festivals are mentioned in th * lir f /,sh Altnrta,. Tim Hussians still retain the 
Old Style, thus creat’ug in iiic«m\cnk n^e in their public audcoinaierei d iiifercon*'se 
.with other nations, which, we trust, that the gioniiLt intelligence of the people will 
eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Remihlie, the authorities introduced 
an cutire duuge in the calendar, which was ir. existence more than twelve years'; 
ami i** nniKirtant to be noticed, as oil the public acts of the French nation w ere 
dated according to this altered sty le. The National Convention, by a decree of the 
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M October, 1793, established a new Era, which was called, ift the ^#sw of the 
Chryigtt era, the era of the French. The commencement Of each year, or the 
first^Vendimiaire,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, on which the 
autumnal equinox fell, as determined at tbe observatory at Paris. This ora com- 
menced on the 22nd September, 1792, beins the epoch of the foundation of the 
-Republic ; but its establishment was uot decreed till the 4th u Friraaire” of the 
year 11. (24th November, 1793). Two days afterwards th# public acts were 
thus dated. This calendar existed till the 10th u Nivose,” year XIV. (the 31st 
'December, 18U5,) when the Gregorian mode of computation was restored.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 

1. Dominical Letters. —The seven days, of the w eek, reckoned as begin- 
ning on the 1st of January, are designated hy the first sewn letters of the alpha- 
bet, A, B, C, 1), E, F, G ; and the on* 1 of tlie^e, which denotes Sunday, is the 
dominical letter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter ; 
if it begin on Monday, that letter is O , if on Tuesday, it is F; and ?>o on generally. 

To find the dominical letter, call New \ ear s Day A,' the next day 11, and so on till 
you come to the tirst. Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, is the dominical 
fetter. If there were 364 days, or exactly 52 weeks in the venr, the dominical 
letter would be always the same ; but the year (outaiii* 3651 days ; au excess of 
1ft day over the 52 weeks. The day is taken into the account every year, and 
the one-fourth makes a day in every four years ; so that the dominical fetter, falls 
backward one letter for each of the three vears, in which the date or number of 
the year cannot be divided, without remainder, bj 4, and two letters every foitifh 
year when the date can l>c so divided : as in the >car 1828, it is divisible by 4, 
and. therefore, February will contain 29 days. The year began on Tuesday : count 
forward Tuesdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days ; and the sixth letter ’ from A 
inclusive is F* Therefore, at tirst, F is the dominical letter ; hut the 29th of 
February, which is added, or 'mtervatated, throws t lie 1st day of March a day 
biter in the week than it would otherwise have b^en ; and, therefore, the Sunday 
letter for March mid all the remaining months will be E. The years which have 
4he 29 days in Feb* miry, and the two dominical letters, are calk A Bissextiles, for 
the reason already given, or leap years ; because the day of the month, alter Fe- 
bruary, leaps over a day of the week. In law. the 28th ami 29th of Februury are 
Accounted one day. 

2. The Golden Number. At the end of every nineteen years, the new 
and full moons happen at very nearly the same times of the year. Too ancients 
discovered this, and icckoo- d the nineteen years, or “ cycle of the moon,” as it jg 
called, so that it terminated the year before the Christian era. This cycle was 
in: uked by the Greeks with letters of gold. Therefore, to find the golden number-*,, 
or number of the year in this cycle, add 1 to the dale ; divide by 19 ; the quotient** 
in the number of cycles of the moon, since the birth of Christ, and the remainder 

is the golden number ; as the present year is 1828, add I, is 1829 ; divide by 19 
10 96 cycles, and there remains 5, the golden number . 

3. The Cycle op the Sun is the number of years that elapse before the 
Sundays throughout tlm year happen on the same days of the mouth. If there 
were 364 days in the year, that would happen every year ; if 365, it would happen 
«very seventh year ; but because the one-fourth of a duy makes an alteration of a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 28 years. Nine years of this cycle 
bad elapsed before tk birth of Christ, Therefore, to had the cycle of the sun. 
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add 9 to the dais, divide by 28 ; the quotient is the nnraber of cycles rinete the 
birth of Christ} and the remainder is the cycle of the sun ; as, for the yearglSSS, 
add 9; 13 1837, divide by 28, the quotient is 65 cycles, and the remainder w 17, 
the cycle of the sun.

If it were not for the odd minutes and seconds, the age of the moon, ou the 1st 
of January, could always, be toun !, by multiplying the golden number by 11, and 
dividing by 3(1; ihen the rein undei would be the, enact or age of the moon, on the 
1st of January. Tlie follow ry, method will answer tor the day of the moon's age 
on the 1st of January, till tin end oi tli • present century. Take 1 from the golden 
number, multiply what i*» b*i* b* 11, divide by 39; the remainder is the epact , 
or tnoou’s age, on the Is* n!

5. The Number ok Dirvtion is t,h>* number of days after the 22d of 
March, including bo* h da vs, upon which east < , S.i clay takes place. For instance, 
the Number ol Diieciion Jor 1828 is 16. Eisier ftauday is April 6, being Id days 
jnelusive from March 22. 

6. EASTER is directed to be ceMnaVd on the first .Simdiy after the full 
moon that happens next allr r the 21 si of Mm eh * which bring the fourteenth day 
of the first Jewish month, tniiusponds to ti». u first day of the Week after the 
Fassover, the anniversary ol tlie resiirierimn «*f (\hn\t. The iim#' at which this 
d*»y must happen, varies with the year ; hut dp' In, fits within vvhuh it must fall, 
are the 22(1 oi March, and the 25th of A pul nicliioiVe, making a p*«iod of thirty- 
jive days. 

In order to find Easter, the fu-i thing to be done is to find Easter limits 
that is, the number of days after tne f* . *>t o* daich, on which the full uioou, 
preceding Easter, shall happen. To tin tins, add (i to the epact, and subtract the 
sum, if less than 30, or the lemaindcr, when .>3 i'* bile n av. a\ ; if more, from 50;

7. The Roman Indiction. The cycle of infliction has no connection with 
the motions of the sun and moon, further than its consisting ot‘15 years. It was 
established by the Einpei or Constant inu, in the year 312, to regulate certain pay- 
ments by the subjects of tin* empire; therefore, to tint] it for any year, subtract 312 
from the date, divide by Jo, and the remainder is the mdiction; as from 1828, sub* 
tract 312 leaves 1516; divide by 15 leaves 1, the Roman Indiction. 

8. Septuacesima Sunday is the ninth Sunday before Easter. 

9. Shrove Sunday is the seventh before Easter. 

30. Whit Sunday is the seventh after Master. 

11. Trinity Sunday is the eighth after Easter. 

12b Advent Slndvy is the Sunday nearest the 30th of November, whether 
before or after. 

When Easter is known, any of the days that de* end on it can be easily 
found; as, for 18*28, Eisteris April ti. Whitsunday is 7 weeks, or 49 days, 
.after; then (i from 31) (days m \p> il ) leaves 21 ; 24 from 49 leaves 25 ; therefore, 
Whitsunday, 1828, is the 25ta oi Alay. 


THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR. 

JANUARY. 

1. New Year's Day — The anrient popular customs connected with New 
Year’s Day, Shrove-tide, May day . Christmas, and other festivals, will be illustrat- 
ed in a iuture “ Companion to the Almanac.” 

I. Circumcision.' Tlii*« festival was originally culled the Octave of Christ* 
mas ; and the first mention found of it is m the year 487. It was instituted by 
the Church, to commemorate the ceremony uudei the Je a i-,li law, to which Christ 
submitted, on the eighth day of his nativity ; and was introduced into the Liturgy 
of the Church of England in 1550. 

6. Epiphany.— The word Epiphany signifies appearance or apparition • 
This festival is kept m commemoration of the "* Vlaiufesta-ion’’ of the Saviour of 
mankind to the Gentiles, mid appeals to lone been lirst observed, as a separate 
feast in the year 813. The luimilive Cln i >tiaus ct lebrated the Feast of the 
Nativity for twelve days, obsorv ing the lirsi and lust with the greatest solemnity. 
From the eii cum stance ot tins (estival being twelve days after Cluistmas, it is 
vulgarly called “ Twelfth J)uy.” 

II. Plouyh Mo'idai/ is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received 
this appellation from its htn ins* been lived upon by our ibtelathers, as the period 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture, after the festivities of Christmas. 

29. Accession of Knty (ieorye IV. — The birth day, accession, proclama- 
tion, and coronation of the leigning King of England, ale political iestivals, set 
apart, both in ecclesiastical and i nil matters, as red-letter or holy-d tys. 

30. King Charles the First's Marty rdom.— The death of Charles I. is cele- 
brated as u last of the Chuidi. 


FEBRUARY. 

' 2. Purification. — This dav is kepi in the reformed Church, as a solemn fes- 

tival, in memory of tb^ piirihcation o£Rie Virgin ^ who submitted to the in- 
junction of the law, under which she liv.-d. and presented the infant Justin in the 
Temple. The festnal was celelirati d in the Cjuistian churches with an abun- 
dance ot light, and was originally railed ‘‘Candlemas Day/’ as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice ot lighting flu- Churches has been discontinued in 
this country since the second year of Eduard the VI. In the Romish Church, 
the original name, and all Us attendant certutturdeft. are still retained. 
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7. Septuamsima Sunday.— Septnagesim* Sunday, is a Sunday dependent 
upon Lent, as that season is upon Easter. It is to be considered as tbe preparation 
for tbe fast of Lent Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory tbe 
Great The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quudragesimu, and the three weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to the gradual introduction oft he Lent Fast, the three Sundays of these 
■weeks were called by names signiiicunt of their situation ; and reckoning by De- 
cades (tenths), the Sunday preceding Qu-tdi ngesima, received its present title of 
Qmnqoagesima, the second, Sex ages t mu, and the third, Septuagesima. 

14. St. Valentine. — The practice of ‘■‘choosing a Valentine,” as it is called, 
on this day, is too well known to need explanation. The origin of this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputably of very ancient date. Valentine w»as 
a presbyter of the Church, who sintered martyrdom under Claudius II, at Rome, 
A. i>. 271. 

23. Shrove Tuesday. — After tin* people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the discipline ol' the ancient Church, they were permitted to indulge 
in festive amusements, allhough not allowed to paitnke of any repast beyond tho 
usual substitutes tor flesh; and hence arose the custom, yet preserved, of eating 
pane. ikes and fritters at Sinovctide. On these days of authorized indulgence, the 
most \v union recreations we. e loleiated, piovided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the church; and Irom this origin sprung the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in which the Carnival originated, 
are also to be traced the nearly exploded diversions ol cock-lighting, and cock- 
throw ing. 

24. Ash Wednesday. — The primitive Christians did not commence their Lent* 
until the Sunday now called the hist in Lent. Cope Felix ill., in the year 487, 
liiNt added liie four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the number 
ot lasting days to iorty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of ashes on 
the first of the four additional day s, which give it the uame of Du s (' tneruw , or 
Ash Wednesday. At the licfoimalioti, this piuctice was abolished, “as being a 
mere shadow, or vain show.” 

28. Qua dr ayes i ma, or first Sunday in Lent. Frcomherl, King of Kent, first 
appointed the fast of Lent in this country, in the year 1)4 1 ; succeeding genera- 
tions marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find flesh to have 
been early prohibited dining Lent, though lleury VIII published a proclamation, 
in 1543, allowing the use of white meats, w liich eont imied in force until, by pro- 
clamations of James 1 in 1619 and 1625, and hy C tunics 1, iu 1627 and 1631, flesh 
was agaiu wholly forbidden. 

MARCH. 

17. St. Patrick. — St. Patrick, from tbe eminent services he rendered the 
Irish, in converting them from idolatry, is called the Apostle and i ather of the Hi- 
bernian Church, and is the pation or tutelar smut of that island. 

21. Mid-tent Sunday. — This day receiv ed its appellation, because i! is the 
middle Sunday between Quadragesima and Easter Sunday. It is by some called 
the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient usage of visiting tlie Mo- 
ther, or Cathedral Churches of the several dioceses, when voluntary oiJerings were 
made, which are now called Easter O derings 

25. Annunciation , or Lady Day. — The reformed Church celebrates this day 
as a joyful festival, from the connexion between the circurnstauce commemorated, 
and the incarnation. “ Our Lady” is the ancient and popular uame of the Virgin 
Mary. 

APRIL. . 

4. Palm Sunday. — Palm Sunday is the Sunday preceding Easter, or the 
last Sunday in Lent. In the ancient Church, Palm Sunday, with the whole of 
the week, which it commences, was held in strict devotion, and observed with 
greater rigour, as to fasting and humiliation, than any other part of the Lent 
season. The festival commemorates our Saviour’s triumphal entry into Jerusa- 
lem# when branches of palm were spread before him. 
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9. Good Friday*— From the earliest records of ChrilrtkHtEy, “US* day has 
heeo .held as a solemn last, in remembrance ot the O*dfiii 0 B. UsstpytMtiOn 
i> tf Good, appears to be peculiar to the Church of England. Our Saxon forefathers 
denominated it Long Friday, from the length of the oftces m&d fastings on that day. 

11. Banter Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of the 
Resurrection, and being the most important and most ancient inobservance: go- 
verns tiie whole of the other moveable leasts ttnoughout the year.,, 

15. Maunday Thursday- — Edward 111. in the year 1363, appears to have 
been the first English monarch, who introduced into this country, the practice of 
feeding, clothing, and distributing money to indigent persons on Maunday Thurs- 
day. The Custom has continued without intermission to the present period ; and 
yearly, on this day, the Lord Almoner, or in ins absence, the sub-almoner, at- 
tends lor that purpose, in V\ bile hull Chapel. 

23. Saint Geary?. — Edward 111, at the battle of Calais, in the year 1349 
joined to, England's then supposed principal guardian, St. Edward the Conic s- 
sor, the name oi St. George, both ot whom he earnestly invoked to aid his arms. 
Tbeuext year, the Order oi the Garter was established, dedicated to St. George ; 
and the Sumt hituseif has, from that period, been considered as protector of 
England. 

25. St. Mark the Evangelist. — On this day the reformed Church holds a 
festival in commemoration of the benefits the Christian religion hus received irom 
the exertions of this Evangelist. 

MAY. 

1. St. Philip and St. James, Apostles . — The Church, on this day, com- 
me morales the NUiieungs of St. Philip ; and alpo ot Si. James the Less, the first 
Lishop oi Jciusaicm. 

J(j. Rogation Sunday. —Rogation Sunday received and retains its title from 
the Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday imiiirui.iLcly following it, winch are called 
Rogation Pays, dimed iioui me linni tt.nj.ne, lo beseech. The earliest Chris- 
tians appropriated c\»raoi dinar y prayer-., and supplication*, tor those tinee days ; ns 
H piepurnUou toi the devout onserv.itm oi oui Saviour's Ascension, on tne day 
next succeeding to them, denoinin ill d Holy Thursday, or Asceustuu-Day. The 
whole week, in which these days b.ypen, is styled Rogation- Week ; and iu some 
pails it is si ill known by tne oilui names of Ci op- Week, Giass- Week, and 
Gang or Processiou- Week. The pci amu nations of pu.isnes are made iu this week. 

20. Ascension-Day or Holy Thursday , is the day on which the Church 
oekbiuU'H the Ascension of oui Saviour, the iurueui day alter hus resurrection 
from the dead. 

30. Whitsunday.— On this day is celckiaLcd the descent of the Holy Ghost 
upon the Apostles, in the visible appearance oi uery cloven tongues, and in those 
nniaeuious powers, winch were then conferred upon them. W uilsumide is seven 
weeks alter Easter. 

JUNE. 

6. Trinity Sunday . — Timty Sunday is a festival observed by the Latin 
and Protestant Churches on the Sunday nest following Pentecost, or Whitsuntide* 
of which, originally, it wus merely an Octave. 

24. St. John the Baptist.— The reformed Church holds a festival on Bn> 
day, in commemoration of the "‘Nativity of St. John the Baptist.” 

29. St. Peter the Apostle. — The Feast of St. Peter was instituted in the 
year 813, perhaps to celebrate the martyrdom oi the Apostle, who suiiered at 
Rome about 64. ^ 


JULY. 


3. Dog-days begin .— The Canicular, or Dog-dnys, commence on the 3rd of 
July, and end on the 11th of August. Common opinion has been accustomed to 
regard the rising and setting with the Sun, or Sid mi, or the Dog-star, os the cause 
of excessive heat, and of consequent caluoiifties^umtead of viewing R as the mg* 
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when such efteott might be expected. Of this notion. Dr. Hatton says, “ the star 
not duly Varies m its rising, in every one year as the latitude varies ; but is always 
later and later e very jyear, in all latitudes ; so that in time the star may, by the 
same rule, come to be charged with bringing frost and snow.” 

35. St- James.— Thin Apostle is called James the Great, to distinguish him 
iipin the other Apostle, who is called the Less. 

AUGUST. 

]. Lammas-Bay. — Lammas is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
year, aa they are now denominated. Whitsuntide was formerly the first of these 
quarters, Lammas the second, Martinmas the next, and Candlemas the last ; and 
such partition of the year was once equally common with the present divisions of 
Lady-day, Mid-summer, Michaelmas, and Christmas. Some rents are yet pay- 
able at these ancient quarterly days in England, and they continue general 
in Scotland. 

24. St. Bartholomew the Apostle. — The proper name of this Apostle was 
Nathaniel, by which, and not bv that of Bartholomew, he is mentioned by St, 
John, The festival of St. Bartholomew wa* instituted A. 1). 1130. 

SEPTEMBER. 

21. St. Matthew. -This Evangelist’s festival is of great antiquity. 

20. St. Michael. —'Phis festival was, in the year 487, established in ho- 
nour of Michapl , the reputed Guardian of the Church, under tin* title of M St. 
Michael nod All Angels.” 

OCTOBER. 

18, St. Luke the Evangelist.— The festival held in commemoration of this 
Evangelist, was first instituted by the Christian Church in the year 1130. 

28. St. Simon and St. Jude , Apostles . — The two Apostles, St. Simon and St. 
Jude, wre jointly commpinorated by the Church on this day, as appears to have 
been the usage from the year 1091, when their least w as first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. All Saints. — All Saints, or All Hallows, in the Protestant Church, is a 
day of general commemoration of all those saints and martyrs, in honour of whom, 
individually, no particular day has been expressly assigned. 

4. King William landed .— “ On the 3rd of Nov ember/ ” says Burnet, who 
was in the tleet, M we. passed between Dover and Calais, and before night, saw 
the Isle of Wight. The next day, the 4th, being the day, on which the Prince 
was both born and married, he fancied if he could land that day, it would look, 
suspicious to the army, and animite the soldiers ; but others, who considered the 
day following was Gunpowder Treason day, thought our lauding that day might 
hove a good effect on the minds of the English nation. And Divine Providence- 
so ordered it, that after all hopes of our lauding at Torbay were given up, and 
Russell bid me go to my prayers J or alt was lost, the wind suddenly shitted, and 
carried ns into the desired haven. Here the Prince, Marshal Schowberg, and the 
foot soldiers, landed on November tin*. 5th.” The Almanac is thus at variance 
with the historian. 

5. This day is commonly called Gunpowder Treason, and lias been kept os 
an anniversary commemoration of the great plot of 1(105. 

9. Lord Mayor s- Day.— Our Almanacs style this, the w Lord Mayor's Day,” 
in allusion to its being the period when the chief magistrate, elect of the city of 
London, annually enters upon his liighand important cilice. . Until the 9th of May, 
1214, the office of chief magistrate of London was held for life. 

1L St. Martin.— This anniversary is still one of the four Cross Quarter- 
Days. 

28. Advent Sunday. — Advent in the Calendar properly signifies the ap~ 
pntmh cf the Feast of the Nativity. It includes four Sundays ; the first of 
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which is always the nearest Sunday to Saint Andrew, whether before or after 
Advent was instituted by the Council of Tours, in the sixth century. 

DECEMBER. * 

25. Christmas- Day.— Christmas Day is a festival of the Church, universally 
observed on the 2.>lb December, in memory of the Nativity of opr Saviour ; and 
it has been denominated Christ Mata, from the appellate e, Christ, having been 
added to the name of Jesus, to express that he was the Messiah, or the Anointed. 

26. St. Stephen. —He was the first martyr to the Christian faith. Lurdner 
and Doddridge think his death, was rather the etTect of popular fury, than the re- 
sult of a legal sentence. 

28. Holy Innocents,*— This festival is kept to commemorate the slaughter 
of the Jewish child sen by Herod. This is also called Childemas-Day (from 
Child and Mass,) on account of the Masses said in the Rotnish Church for the 
souls of innocents. 

THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 1 

It is impossible tin any one, learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; 
or even through the mouths or the day, without noticing the intluencc which the 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon lus own comfort, and upon 
the state of all tilings around him. This is the book of wonder, which, at the 
first dawning of reasou, both individuals, and nations, attempt to read. It is al- 
ways open; no perception is so dull as not to be c.ble to tiaee its greater lines; 
and, from the magnitude ol these, and the line rung certainty of their recurrence, 
at their regului times, and the changes which they produce upon every thing 
that grows or lives, it is dimcult to imagine the existence of a mind, so incurious, as 
nut to form to itself, some theory of their natuie and causes. 

In a country like England, where the changes are so frequent, and the con- 
trast so striking, the subject is consi.in+ly lie lore every body; and, be it in city 
or on common, in ball or in but, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the very first topics of conversation. II even, in (he centre ol a crowded city, 
where nature is, as it were, excluded, and man and art rule supreme,- if there, 
amid all the displays of manufacture, all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news ol nation i, the phenomena of the day and the year can claim the 
attention, — how much more must they do this, to the people who are scattered 
over the country, and spend most of ilieir time in the open air ? To all these, that 
volume, of winch the Almanac is the index, is a daily book to man ; and especially, 
to those who have not had the advantages of education, it is the only book, 

A Biibject, the, appearances of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
but of which the philosophy lies in the depths of science, must be the means either 
of great good, or ol great evil ; for, upon any subject that interests the mind power- 
fully, if knowledge be not planted, superstition is sure to spring up ol its own ac- 
cord. That he who knows nothing may be made to believe any thing, is found to 
be a maxim of but too general truth ; and upon no subject has its truth been more 
frequently verified than upon the one under consideration. In the early ages of 
the world, and before revelation had substituted u moiai and intellectual system 
for an ideal and superstitious one, the phenomena of the year, and more especially 
the luminaries that are attendant upon, and produce these phenomena, were ac- 
knowledged and worshipped as gods— substituted in the place of Him whose in- 
struments they are, and who impianled iu them those properties, and assigned them 
those motions, in consequence of which they produce their elt'ecls. In moulding 
them for this purpose, there is no doubt that the artlul portion of society employed 
aU their cunning, in order to enslave t^e minds of the multitude, and enable tbem- 
setofes to profit by the darkness which they occasioned. Rut it the subject itself 
bad not been the best adapted for superstition, the very cunning which made use of 
it would have necessarily chosen that which answered its purpose better. So fur, 
however, us research can lie made into the early history of mankind, the sun, the 
moon, and such stars as have any thing remarkable in their appeal auce, have been 
the first objects of adoration ; and that adoration has always been the more marked, 
in proportion a* too appearance of the luminaries We been the more varied. We

find *t much more in the Laplander and the inhabitant of Greenland, who hare their 
months of summer's day and wiuter’s night, than we do in those tropical countries, 
where the day is always of nearly the same length, and where flooding rain and 
burning drought are the chief phenomena that vary the year. 

But the superstitious adoration of (he celestial appearances is not confine? 
to the early and barbarous state of nations. When this Hupcrsiiiion was expelle 
fioin religion, and the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not at 
once lose the whole of their consequence ; but held their place as the agents and 
arbiters of human destiny. Upon this arose a system of superstition, which left 
not a thing in nature, a member of the human hody, or an even! of human life, npoti 
which it did not lay hold. The individual bodies had each their special virtues, 
their good or their bad influence ; these were modified by the groupiug of the star* 
into constellations, and lrorn the positions of the sun, moon, and planets among 
these, there arose other compound influences, till the system became as complicated 
as it was ridiculous. So lirmly was this believed at one time, that nothing could 
be done or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to find out whe- 
ther it was their pleasure that the issue should be prosperous ; and the aspect of 
the stars at a man's birth was admitted to have ten times as much influence upon 
bis success in life, as his tnleuts, his education, and his conduct. Indeed, it had 
much more ; for if it was not the pleasure of the stars,— and the revealing of that 
was committed entirely to the astrologer, —the man could not act, or be educated, 
or even bom. If one wished to know whether any substance would answer any 
purpose, he did not try it, lie consulted (he ruoon ; and if any tiling was lost, search 
was not made for it, the moon was questioned through the nndjiim ol the astro- 
loger, who always contrived, by his con le det ales, to be iu possession of as many 
lost things as kept up the credit of the craft. 

By t bis most absurd system of superstition, the reason and common sense of 
th * people were rendered eompleiely iisi less ; and, which was far worst 1 , th© 
foundation of morality was completely taken away, — because, if tin* success or th© 
failure, the good or the had of human actions, did not depend upon men themselves, 
bu( upon an unerring destiny, to he read in th** aspect ol the stars, iheie was an 
end of all virtue and attempting lo do rigidly ; because, as the destiny was fixed, 
no cilbrt ou the part of the man could alter it,— indeed, he could make no etibrl, un- 
less that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at. Ins nativitv. 

When superstition had thus destroyed both t be intellect and the morals of man- 
kind, the absurdities into which it led them wen* endless; and as any snbjei t, in order 
to be wondered at, requires only to be ineonipreheusihh*, the delusion became very 
general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes a little to this : even 
the well informed talk about % * stars” and destinies and those who have little 
information believe that these words have a literal signification. The disposition 
which all people have to pry into the future, also teuds to perpetuate this super- 
stition. The proper key to tin* future is induction from flu* past ; but the proper 
sue of that, supposes habits of observing and leasoning, which cannot yet be regard- 
ed as general among the people of any coitmrv ; so, they who cannot anticipate th© 
future, by connecting it with the present and the past, still follow after the delusion 
not only of astrologers — moon-and-star men, — but fortune-telling impostors of ail 
sorts ; and the delusion is hedped lo be perpetuated by those publications hi which 
the nonsense of astrology is si • 11 retailed to lilt: public. 

These circumstances render it necessary that the phenomena of the year should 
be explained in the most simple and philosophic manner, — that the real causes of 
those phenomena should be made palpable to the most ordinary capacity ; and that 
if should be plain to every one, that there is no mystery in the mutter, — that the 
revojutious of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances of the seasons, and 
nothing more. The motives of these have, in fact, no more influence upon the con* 
duct and the destinies of mankind than the motion of a rivei towards the sea, or 
the fall of a stone to the ground, when it is not borne np by something that can sup- 
port its weight; and it would be just as rational to calculate the nativity of a man 
from the motion of the Thames towards the sea, as from the motion of the moon or 
the planets. Nay, the i evolution of a coach- wheel upon the road has just ns much 
to do with human destiny as the motion of the heavenly bodies; and when, in ifa 
revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a clock passes over the hour-hand, that 
has just as much influence upon the idle of aatlous or ifidiv-iduals as au eclipse of 
the muu or the moon.

THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OP THE TEAK. [APPENDIX, 


Willi the exception of the light, mid heat produced by the *nt, and the light of 
the moon, and still fainter illumination ol.thc slurs, therein no reason to infer that 
the celestial bodies exert any influence, other Ilian that of gravitation, upon the 
earth itself : and as their intlucnce is wholly of a physical nature, it ean hue no 
died whatevei upon the minds 01 condud ol men, any more than can he produced 
by the nuiural or aitiiiriul motion of any other substances. So far as the luniiiidrie* 
make men more or less cnmioi table at the time, they have an influence ns the 
genial temperature of the day raises the spiiits in the same way, and to the same 
extent that they are raised by a similar temper attire of a common lire, or the light 
of the moon enables a man to find liis nay at night, just in the saute nay as ho 
would find it bv the same degree ol lamp-light : but beyond these physical efleets, 
there is, and there can lie, nothing. If the luminary is al the same distance, shines 
for the same h ngth of time at lire same height above the horizon, it mailers not in 
what sign of the zodiac, or in what part ol the heavens it may make its appearance, 
ally more them it signilies whether the lire by which one is warmed, or the 
lamp by which one is lighted, is on the ea*jf or the west of St. Pauls; and it 
would be ju.sl as pfnlosoj hr* al to lalculate the futme destiny of a man from 
the “house'’ in wlmli he huppvutd to he horn, as irnui the “house” ol the 
planets at tin* tirue of his l irtli. Indeed, il would lie nuuh more so; for if 
rnleHiaencv ami umni sense happen to he hu c/.v of thv ascendant in the 
house of tin pnient, they arc very rnliomd grounds for predicting the future well a re 
of the child : raid mi. also, ignorance, disNipal ion, and vite, in the parent aie iar 
more lu'ihgnmd aspects for the in Ian i lli.it has the mi.siortiiuc to be horn under them, 
than any < onhgi nation which cither the stais, or any thing else out oi the iamtly 
can assume. 

There was a time when, not the people merely, but the titled and the learned, 
were throw n inlo tin* gieatcsi eo.isternal ion by an eclipse ol (Im sun or menu, or 
the appeal ancc of .t cornel o* the aurora horeahs. And why *■' Because they are of 
coiupur 'tively rare net to remc ; and when mankind do rot know tin rational cause 
of any thing, they always form to themsi Ives a sopcrstiuoiis one. A candle is to 
the inmates of a room uf night w lint the snu is (o fht* inhabitants of ihe earth during 
the day ; it gives lh< m light, and, if Ihe llauc* he laige » liough it gives them heat. 
If, too, there he a mirroi upon Ihe wall, and the candle he so placed as that the 
light reflected by the -uir»oi is thrown into a room which the candle does not illu- 
minate, the mil ror will give a soil ol moonlight to any one vviio happens to be 
there, blow, if one oi I be family \u*’( to stand between another of Ihe family 
and the caudle, the caudle-- their sun iur the time would be just as much eclipsed 
to the one from whose sight it wen hidden, as lie* sun of the world is when the 
moon comes between it and the eattli ; and so, also, il any one placed himself in 
such manner, ns that his shadow fell upon the minor, that iiniroi— tin* temporary 
moon of those in the daik chamber — would be just as mm li eclipsed, as the, moon 
of the ti oild is when the earth comes between if and the s.m, deprives it of (he 
light of that luminary, ami prevents it limn reflecting that light to the earth. Well, 
is there any person in his senses that would say, that because one ol a family had 
come between another and the caudle, or between the candle and the looking glass, 
that some direful calamity would hefal the family, or Unit they would inevitably 
have a brawl or a law -suit with the folks at the next cottage ? and yel. the conse- 
quences just mentioned are precisely of the same nature with the eclipses of the 
Bun and moon ; and from their nearness they have much more elfecl on ihe inhabi- 
tants of the cottage than the celestial ones can have upon the inhabitants of the 
earth. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in both cases; and as that 
of the celestial eclipse is never so complete us in the case of the candle and the 
mirror, it is, except as a matter of cuiiosity, or as fixing a point of time, of much 
less consequence than the other. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much (lie same as if one were to come in- 
to the room with a burning torch or taper, and then go out again ; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch were lo run against some 
body, or set fire to the house. So also, if,the comet be a solid substance, and if 
the, light which it emits be of tile burning kind, (for comets are so distant, and 
coutinue so short a time, that we arc unable to be certain about tlieii nature,) it 
might, if it came in contact with the earth, shatter it, as a cannon ball shatters a 
bouse, or burn it as a red-hot shot or a shell does ; hut as long as we are out. of 
its w ay, we are just as safe from harm, as we would be if we stood on a high ciiif 
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nnd saw rockets let off ten miles at sea. A rocket let ofl* in Vanxhall Gardens 
lets just as much iuilueuce on the fair of nations :n>d individuals, as all the comets 
that ever appeared ; and if the stick of me rockH happened to full upon any body, 
it would have a Rood deal more. 

There was a lent? when lae k< .Tack o'-the lantern” - inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten w^ nl, or i ptdnd lish — both of which, in a certain state of 
rottenness, give out a g as vvliL ii >k < tum\s luminous, was accounted as somethin; 
alarming ; but as every lumpier in chemistry can now produce the same appear- 
ances whenever he pleases, they ha\ e ceased to he refolded with any degree of 
apprcheusion. 

AH these follies, with which peorde wasted their tinu’, disturbed their imagi- 
nations, and made themselves urn asj , re-. i!< *d fiom the want of a little— a very 
lutle — sober and indep< a lent dunking. ikicetsmist be similar to their causes ; 
and every subjt cL w'hieh is matter cannot ulVect in*' mind in any oilier way than by 
affecting the body. The ai seme w inch lies boned a u.iie uudei ground, or that 
which is cimt'iiued in the shoes of the* Apollu ( .sues’ Goaipnny, is just as deadly 
in its nature asth.it which has, hy accident, emm , 01 madness, got into the human 
stomach. H it while it te n.iins lliere it poisons nobody . and though, by contindally 
alarming himself about it, a man of weal, mind might, in time, bring himself to 
believe that it would ; and though ihis should mj ire ins health, or even Jrighlen 
him to death, the arsenic would be quite inn m ent of the matter. What would 
even the most ignorant nun now living think, ii lie were told, that if a pinch of 
gmipow der wer.* to be stoh n fiom the stores oi the Grand Signior, brought to 
Jjoudon, <md burned a, •(';>! dm i to the i uh* i oi .nt, it would instantly blow ii[> all 
the in.igazui' >j in Tm Le v * Well, tin ie was a time when the belief oi such an 
inlluence in powdci was fir m u** pievalcid ill m tn.it of the inllueuce of the ap- 
pearances of Hie y ou upon liu inn bio and bn tune is now. 

The sun, and moon, and the id.mets and stars, are merely - masses of matter — 
inanimate, and, ot eoai sc. w liiiom any pnwri of thinking and acting as wholes— 
though they in ly iiav e di lei eni < l.isse% of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way Uni t n e.t.tli lias; and it may bi.that while we aic frightening 1 
ourselves wiih tin* chan -nig pnases ol the moon, the people on that luminary are in 
the same alarm al oui planet liut bodies placed at so great a distance from each 
other, as the planets and s.ars are, can have no ind in nee anon each other, saving 
that ol gravitation, and light and heal, which will, ol ionise, change with every 
change ol position and distance. Ai, if the moan In* lat lioilii in (lie sky. it will 
be longci “ up ,' 1 oi above (In* hoii/ou. to us in these noithem latitudes ; if it be 
near to the sun, oa Liu- easieru side, it will slime in the early part of ilie night ; if 
it be near, on tie* western side, it will slant in die Jatier part of (lie nit* lit ; if it bo 
directly opposite to the sun, il will, itjiist as tai noitli in the sky. use at sunset 
and set at sunrise ; - il ii be taithcr north, i. will rise be foie the sun sets, and set 
after the sun uses ; -if south ol the sun, it will rise allot sunset, and set before 
sunrise and, il il be iu the same pint of the sky with ivspeel to east and west, 
as the sun, it will rise and set at the same lime with lhal luminary, and not be 
seen, unless it be also in the same part of the sky with regaid to north and 
south ; and in dun ease it w ill com. , in whole oi in pail, beiweeu the earth and the 
Sun, uccoi diug as dn ii places nccvurllv or only nearly the same, and occasion a 
total or a pan ml eclipse ol the s in. All Ilie changes oft lie moon, with regard to 
shape and (in*** ot appearance, take pUc-, in every lunar mouth, irom one new 
moon to another. All the vaiiaticns of appeal .mces, eclipses, and other pheno- 
mena, recat m a period ot about nineteen years : and any oi them may be foretold 
by one who has a knowledge of usLonomy. 

There are some other particulars in the moon's appearamc, upon which super- 
stition is still apt In lav hold, ami predict, if not something as to human life, at 
least some tiling about the weather, v\ hit Ii is a fertile subject for imposture. One 
of them is the eositmu of the < usps, or points, of the n«\v moon when fiist seen. 
These aie always both at equal distances fiom the sun, and, of course, their stand* 
iug straight,, or leaning backwards, or forwards, do. ends upon the distance that 
the moon is north or sout h of the sun. Any one can see this by a very simple ex- 
periment. Take an orange or an apple, or any thing round, and hold it iri your left 
hand between you and tn» j candle,, only as far to the left as that the light will shine 
on a part ot it, iu the shape of a new moon. This moon may be much narrower or 
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broader, According as you hold it nearer Or farther from the line between' you and 
the candle. If you hold it just as high as} the caudle, the line of the point* will be 
upright ; if you move it higher than the candle, the line will lean backwards, more 
and more as* it is raised ; and if you move it down lower than the candle, the line 
will lean forward, more and more as it is lowered. 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who are ignorant of the causes, arc, “ the harvest moon,” in Septem- 
ber, and u the huntei’s moon,” in March ; the former of which, when near the fall, 
rises for several nights al nearly the same hour, and the latter, at the same age, is 
equally remark able for the difference between the. times of its rising. The moon 
moves' nearly to the same distance from the sun every day, hut it moves in a path, 
the one half of which is much nearer the north than the other ; and this is the case 
also with the appareut annual path of the sun ; thu< luminary appearing much nearer 
to the north in summer than in winter. Tims, when the moon is moving north- 
ward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward, and rises 
earlier ; and when it moves sonthw ard at the moat rapid rate, it approaches to the 
horizon, and sets oailier. The full moon can he in the former position only in 
September or October, and in the latter in March or April; and thus the harvest 
and hunter’s moons arc occasioned. 

Such arc the principal changes in the moon’s appearance ; they are all to he 
explained upon the simple facts ot the motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
therefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which supersti- 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much more remote from the earth than the moon is, and 
having little diileicnco in their appearances, saving what arises from their own 
motions and that of the earth rouud the sun, have little about them that claims at- 
tention, as connected with the appearances oi the year. Influence upon the earth, 
upon the changes of the seasons, or upon nnv thing lhat in any way affects the com- 
fort or the oidimiry pursuits of mankind, they have none whatever ; and, therefore, 
the explanations of their appearances and motions may very properly be left to the 
study of astronomy. 

Thus, the only tiling that remains, in order to complete tlu-s simple notice of the 
phenomena of the year, is some account of the annual appearances of the snu — that 
grand source of light., and life, and enjoyment, to ail the annual and vegetable 
tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
much knowledge of geography and astronomy, it may uol be improper to begin 
with apju’ent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising from the real 
rotation of the earth. When a round body, such as an oranges or a billiaid ball, is 
made lo whirl umud in the some 4 pl. ter upon the table, by spinning it, although there 
may he no nmik upon it, one can easily perceive that there is one point in the mid- 
dle ol the upper pait of it, round which all the rest turns, just as a wheel turns 
upon an asde ; and if one could see it from below, there would be found a similar 
point in the uuddh' of the under part, round which tiie whole would be seen to turn. 
These two jilt'd points would b j> the poles of the ball or orange ; and if we imagine 
« line drawn Irma the one, through the centre to the other, that line would be the 
frx is of rotation. The earth tin ns round from west to east every twenty -four 
hours, in the very same manner . only, instead of being supported upon any thing 
like the ball or the orange, it is h'*pt in its place by the mutual atti action between 
it and !hc sun. If we make a little mark any where upon the ball, and imagine 
ourselves to he living dime, the candle which stands still upon the table would 
appear to move m the contrary direction to Hint of the hall. If the candle be held 
justas high as the middle of the boll, the niaik, wherever we place it, (say in the 
upper part, halfway to the centre 01 pole,) will pass one-half of its revolution 
through the light of the caudle, and the othei half not. If (the mark being still in 
the same jdwee) the caudle he raised higher up than the centre of the ball, or (which 
ivill have just the same effect) if the ball is put lower down than the candle, the 
mark will pass through the light lor a longer time of each rotation than it is in the 
dark ; and it the candle be held further down than the centre of the ball, or the 
boll raised higher than the centre of the candle, the fnark will pass through the 
light for a shorter time than it does through I He darkness on the other side. Also, 
ihc increase of light in the former case, and the decrease in the latter, will be ihe 
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greater, tie farther the centre of the ball is below or. above the candle, md the 
nearer the msn% *** to the pole or points found which the upper part of the ball 
seems to turn. If we call the upper pole of the hall the norlUpole, the mark 
hatuer more than a third ot the upper half from tha* pole) any place in the British 
islands ; and suppose the null to he the earth, and the caudle the sun, we have be- 
fore us the whole : i lticiples of the motions that produce the changes of the seasons.

The fourth point will be the autumnal equinox,— equal d.tv and night m 
autumn: and in the q nailer fiom thence to the point at which we supposed the 
earth to set out, tin- day will he, ils in the quarter first noticed, less than twelve 
hours, aud tin nig id mom. 

It is evident, that t»n the half of the surface which is round the other or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 


Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will 
be shorter than the night : it v ill drerc n«p during the first part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, dining the second. Also, in the whole* Half 
below the plane, the day will be longer than the night. It will lengthen during the 
first part, aud shorten at the same rate during the second. 

On the earth- the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of thw 
day is not seen, except bv nil the st tr*. that are round the heavens coming to the 
gouth in succession ut midnight; and the sun being farther ninth at rising and set- 
ting, and higher at mid-day when the day lengthens,— and the reverse when it 
shortens. 


The lengthening and shortening are not at the same rate at all times of th* 
year; for il is not the absolute distance of the earth bom the level plane, hut tin* 4 
change of distance between one day .md another that makes the difference of Liu ir 
lengths. Now, if any one take two rings oy hoops of any kind, and pul the on* 
across the < cut re of the othei, a little obliquely, he will see that they reced* 
from each other most rapidly at the two points where they cross: and (hut, mid- 
way between these points, there is a considerable space where they are nearly 
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at the same distance. Therefore, the days mast lengthen and shorten most rapid- 
Jy at the equinoxes, and be for some little, time of nearly equal length* at mid- 
summer and mid-winter 4 . 

The different duration of the day, and the different height of the sun, are 
the causes of those variation* of natural heat which so beautifully diversify 
the year. 


THE TIDES. 

1. Causes and General Appearances. 

Those swellings and subsiding* of the waters of the ocean, by which a 
portion of the shore is alternate I y Hooded and left dry, and to which we give 
the name of tides -|% are to the inhabitants of coasts the most interesting, to 
aeu-furirtg people the most useful, and to the ignorant the most inexplicable, of 
all the every-day occurrences of nature. The appeal \\ hick Canute made to the 
certain and irresistible flow' of the sea, when lie meant to rebuke bis flattering 
courtiers, is a proof that, at a very early period of English history, the tides had 
drawn attention ; and as nobody ran notice the tides lor any length of time without 
perceiving that, on tlie same days of the moon's age, they happen, at the same 
place, at very nruily the same hours of the day, a connexion between them and the 
luoon could not fail to be traced. Bui as the cause of that connexion does not ap- 
pear from the connexion ils»‘ll, the unmtoruied have regarded it as part of tlmt 
uuperstitious influence which the celestial bodies have over the earth and its in- 
jha bit ants. 

Instead, howev er, of there being any thing mysterious in the matter, it is the 
most simple flint um be ; and depends upon that universal law of gravitation, in 
consequence of which a stone falls to the ground, or water runs down a slope. 

The gene ml conditions of the law of gravitation are these: Every body, or 
piece of matter gravitates towards any other piece, directly as the quantity of 
matter in that piece, and inversely as the square of it-, distance, the distance being 
estimated, in the case of spheiicnl bodies, from the centre of the one to that of the 
«ther- 

Tlius, for instance, a vvchdil of 4 pounds at the surface of the earth, which is 
about 4000 miles distant from the centre, giav dales (owaids the cailii. that is, 
presses upon that which snppotts it, counterpoises an equal weight in a balance, or 
dhlls if it has no support, with a force oj Jour pounds. 

But if thesriine weight were raised to a height of 4000 miles, or placed at twice 
the distance from the centre, its weight would he diminished inversely as the. 
square of the distance, or would be to 4 pounds, us live square of 1 to the smiare 
wf2.— ' that is, if would he om -fourth oi what it formerly was, or one pound. This 
decrease would not, however, he pointed out bv a common scale beam, because 
the weights in both scales would lit diminished at the same rate ; and thus, if they 
lialance each otlu r at the surface ol the enifli, lliev wouKI do the same at any weight 
•whatever. It might, however, be measured by the flexure of a spring. 

Fiom this diminution, which takes place in the ad inn of gruvilation as the 
distance becomes greatei. it is quite cviih nt that, in large masses of mailer, such 
as the earth, the sun, and the moon, the gravitation to a aids each other will, at the

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points where they are nearest, be greater than the average, or that af their centres. 
As for instance, a quantity of water placed on that point of the earth’* surface, to 
which the moon is directly o\ er head, will gravitate more toward the moon than 
an equal quantity placed 90 degrees from the former, or at a point where the moon 
is in the horizon. But water is retained upon the surface ol the earth by its 
weight or gratify tiou towards the mass of the earth, and the perfect ficedoiu with 
which water moves, allows it always to foiin itself in perfect accordance with the 
hnv of gravitation. Now, the gravitation toward the moon, 01 the sun, acts in the 
opposite direction to the weight ; and, therefore, by whatever portion tkut gravita- 
tion is increased above the aveiage, the weight must tie diminished, and the water 
must rise up there nil the excess of height balance the loss of weight, and an 
equilibrium be every where established, in those parts that are covered with water, 
and have a free communication with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be the same in kind; blit 
the sun, in co> sequence of ifs great mass of matter, and the moon, in consequence 
of ifs nearness to the earth, are the only ones of which the effects are 
perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward (he sun is much greater than that toward 
the moon; but the mean distance of the sun is about *21,000 lim-'-s the half 
diameter of the earth, while lh.it of the moon is only (iO tines; and as the 
disturbing forces are !o »be whole gravitations inversely as the cubes of those 
iiumbe.-v, (.they enlo ring the proportion three tunes as factors,) the disturbing 
force of the moon, that i>, the Ibicc bv wlui ii llu water becomes lighter when the 
moon is over head, is about 2A times that of the son. 

It would be out of place here to inseit tie- calculations, which arc long 
though simple. But the result, staled in round numbers, is, that if Hie earth 
were all covered by the same depth ol water, a tub* of tico feet would be 
raised at the point where 1 lie sun is directly over head, and a tide of Jive feet 
when* the moon is so,— that is, the watei at each of those points would be 
higher by two lect in the, case of the sun, and live leet in the case of the moon, 
than at the circumstance of the hemisphe res, of which those points were res- 
pectively the centies. 

The tide tint happens at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or 
where that luminary is above Ihe hoiizoii, is called the upper tide, and the 
opposite one is called tin* u uder tide. The uuder-iide is produced in the same 
iiiuniici us the upper, except S li.it is the* diminution, and not the increase of the 
moon’s action winch causes it. 

If the earth wen* wholly covered with w ater, if I lie sun and moon were al- 
ways at the same distances from it, and if the tli.ee bodies remained in the same 
places without mol ion, the two nigh wateisof each liiminaiy would lemain at the 
same points, anti tiie low water ol curb would lie trie ciini.nl cicnce dividing the 
two hemispheres, of whi'di the point nearest the lumintrv and the point most remote 
from it were the, centres ; arid a* .lie gravitation towards the earth would be the 
same at every point, there would be no means of discoveiing the* diliercuce of 
elevation. Not one of these circumstances holds, howeve r; and theiefoie *the 
want, of each of them gives a. chile* out modification to the titles. 


1. The real motion of the earth from west to east eveiy 2*1 hours causes the 
high and low water ofihe sol.ir tide to perlbiin a complete revolution lioin cast to 
west in twenty -four hours also. 


2. The same motions of the earth, with the moon’s motion round the earth 
from west to cast also, in about 2 ( *£ d iys, causes a complete i evolution of the Inner 
tides ft oin east to west in one solar day and two fifty* -ninths, or in about 24 hoars 


48£ minutes . . 

As the action of the luminary takes some time to produce its effect, the high 
w'ator at any point dots not take place till an hour or two after the luminary has 


been vertical. 

3. When the sun and moon are on the same points of the compass, or on op- 
posite points, then if they he so situated with regard to north and south as that a 
straight line passing through both their centres would passthrough the centre of 
the earth, the high waters will fall on the same points, and the low waters on the 
flame circumference, midway between those poiuts. 
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In'ihese cases, the high water WHl be the sum of the elevations, and the low 
water the sum of I he depressions. Thes$ are called spring tides. It is evident 
that, they must happen at every new moon, by the coincidence of both upper end 
under tides ; at every ftt/f moon, by the coincidence of the upper tide of each lumi- 
nary with the under tide of the other, and that they can happen at no other times. 

The same cause which makes the high wafer of each luminary take place later 
than the time that that luminary is vertical, makes the highest spring tide to happen 
a little after the new or fall moon. 

4. As time is reckoned by flic apparent mot mu of the sun. the solar high water 
always happens ai the same ho »r at the same plioc, b>P as the lunar h.gh watery 
whicnis the greater, and giv**s a character to the whole, happens about 48& minute* 
later every duv, it must separate eastward from the solar high water fit that rate, 
and grad tally become lower and lower, till, at the end of the first and third quar- 
ters of the tnoon, it fall on the. same place with the low water of the solar tide. 
Then the elevation of the high water, and the depression of the low, will be both, 
only the difference of the solar and lunar tides, and the tides will be neap. 

During the (irsl and third quarters of the moon, the tides will fall off' from the 
ftpring to the neap, and during the second and fourth quarters they will grou) from 
the neap to the spring. 

B. The obliquity of the earth’s annual path round the sun causes the sun, in 
summer, to appear over our latitudes, neatly 47 degrees farther north than in winter : 
and the obliquity of the moon’s monthly path may make the new moon about 5 de- 
grees more either north or south of the sun ; and also vary the full moon t,o the same 
number of degrees from Hie point opposite to the sun. Those changes produce 
what may be called the seasonal variations of the tides. They take place thus : — 

a. About the equinoxes, in March and September, the sun is near the Equa- 
tor, and the moon, at the time of the spring tides, cannot be many degrees from it: 
therefore, the tides are then highest and most uniform it both hemispheres; highest, 
of course, at the Kq intor, where Hie points of high wafer of both luminaries are, 
and gradually diminishing to.-. aid the poles, where, it the earth were uniformly 
covered with water, there would be continual low water at tlio.se seasons. 

b. About mid summer, in the northern hemisphere, the sun is vertical about 
S3 degrees north of the Equator : and the new moon is, on the average, the same * 
but the full moon is, on the aveiage, as far on the south side of the Equator. There- 
fore, about mid summer, the spring tides, at new moon, will be highest in the nor- 
thern hemisphere ; and those at full moon in the southern. 

c. About mid-winter, the circumstances mentioned in the lust article will be 
reversed. 

C. The paths, or orbits, of thevearth and moon, are not circles, but', eclipses 
or ovals : and, therefore, the sun and moon must he both nearer to the earth at 
some times than at others. T! e point w lu re the eaith is nearest to the sun is call- 
ed its perihelion, and the point where 1 lie moon is nearest to the earth is called 
its Mtrigee. The earth being in its pe.rihilion, causes an inn ease of the solar tide, 
an(fSi« moon h< in » in its perigee, causes an iirreaso of the lunar; because t.ie dis- 
turbing force increases inveisely as the cube of tin* distance. 

The perihelion takes place in a revolution of JW55.J days, and the perigee in 
one of-2i>£ dajs; therefore, they sometimes coincide, and sometimes not; and when 
they do coincide, it may be at anv time ot the ^ union's age. *The calculation, from 
the inequalities of motion and distance, especially of the moon, is intricate : but the 
result is, that when they coincide at a sjuing tide, they mav augment it about one 
seventh ; while, when the luminaries arc at their greatest distance at a spring tide, 
it may be diminished about one seventh. 

7. It is only ou wide oceans that the regular motion of the tides from east to 
west can take place ; for the shores of the land throw tnem into so many irregu- 
larities, that ut some places there are no tides, at others they rise to a great height: 
sometimes there are double tides ; anil sometimes only one in twenty-four hours. 
So that the time of high-water spring tides at any tdace must be found by observa- 
tion ; and in rivers and narrow seas, floods and storms may very much alter both 
the time and height of the tide. The uverage from high water to high water, or 
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low water to low water, is about twelve hours, twenty-four minutes : and that from 
high to low, or low to high, six hours," twelve minutes ; but when a current either 
of the sea ora river, sets one way with the tide, the way that it sets is always of 
the longest duration. 

It must be borne in mind that, leaving *he obstructions of the land out of the 
account, the high waters, both of the sun and the moon, an- points, and that the low- 
water of eacli is a circumference of the earth. From this it is evident that, if both 
luminaries are over the Equator, the high waters of both will be on the Equator, 
whatever may he their distance eastward or westward (as ,i using fmru the moon’s 
age, or distance from the sun) , and that the low waters of bol.i will pass through 
the poles, at which there will, of course, he no tides. At those limes there will be 
an extreme, or top of high water only at the Equator ; and thus the two luminaries, 
acting directly together at spring tides, and directly opposite at neap tides, will 
cause the former to be higher and the latter lower than at times when one or both 
of the luminaries have declination from the Equator When either of the lumina- 
ries has declination either north or south ot the Equator, the upper high water of 
that luminary inns I decline as many degrees to the same side of the Equator, and the 
under high water the same number ot degrees to the other side. In these cases 
there will be two latitudes on opposite sides of flu Equator, each distant from 
that by the declitrtlmn, and distant fiotn each other by twice the declination 
round which the lop of high water will revolve. At those times too, the low 
water of each luminary will t. ill as many degiees as the decimal ion hep and the 
pole toward which the liiimruiVY declines, and fall the same number of degrees 
short of the other pole. I>y llies^ means the whole tidi will be loner when the 
luminaries have rtiilcrrnt declinations, Im-m ause each will diminish the high water 
of the other in the dneetion («f north and south; and the upper tides will he 
highest at new rn-ion, and the under tides at full. These differences v. ill increase,, 
holh with the declination and the latitude. At mid- summer and inid-u infer they 
xv ill have arrived at their maximum, and at the distance fioin the poles eq ml to the 
mean declination of the sun and moon, there will he onlv one high wafer in a lunar 
day, that is, the high wat»u s will he about 24 hours 49^ minutes as under 

The motion of the tide is not accompanied by an actual trander of the xvhole 
water ; lor that w >uld produce, at the Equator, a cirren! of about one thousand 
miles an hour. The wave of tide is soumtiue-s moved in one di 1 ecticrn, while the 
great mass of the water is moved in the other by an undei current ; just as one may 
often see the ripple which the wind < auses, blown against the current of a river. 

2. (luHuuon Rul '\ s Jor Jiudintj the time of Iliy ft -water.

From the variations already mentioned, as well as from local muses, these 
rnles are not perfectly accurate ; but they may serve to explain and exemplify the 
principles. 


TETUJESTRI \L LATITUDES AND LONGITUDES. 

The following preliminary definitions will be found useful by those who have 
not studied the principles of mathematical phrenology. 

1. The earth is very nearly a globe, having its mean din meter, or measure 

through the centre, 7.012 miles, \< ry m*arlv ; and its mean wf “ranee , or the 

measure round if, 21 074 miles, or in round numbers 25.000 miles. A degree isthe 
8fi0th part of a eimmil^reiM*e ; thus, a degree of the earth's circumference is 69A, 
miles, very nearly. \ degree is understood to be divided info 00 minutes, which 
in the earth's circumference, an* culled n'ntfiral or (jetnjrapkirnl miles; and the 
minute is divided into GO seconds. For common purposes, a degree may be called 
70 English miles, and I hen a inmate will In* 2,053} yards, aud a second 34£ yards. 
Half a circumference oi* a ip»iit f, >rr/r 9 is, of course, 18’) degrees, and a quarter, or 
quadrant, 90. All circles, whether large or small, arc divided into the same num- 
ber of degrees, minutes, and seconds. 

2. The earth turns round tlv* same diameter, at a uniform rate of motion, every 
23 hours, 56 minutes, nearly. The ex l nullifies of tins diameter, (which, though a 
mere imaginary line, is called the axis of rotation,) are called the poles, from a 
Greek word signifying to turn. The daily rot if ion of the earth from west, to east 
causes an apparent un.ion of tin* he iv« nly bodies from east to west, and they all 
appear to revolve round the po/-‘t> of l he hen reus; that is, the points to which the 
axis of the earth is directed. 

3. At whatever part of I he sea or the land one may he, a heavy weight so sus- 
pended by a spring tout it touches nothing, stretches the siring so, that the weight 
end points v ry uouily to t!i * centre of the earth, and the other, or upper end, to the 
middle of^lie sky over us. 

4. The h*n?o't is the rirel > which, if we be npon perfectly level ground, 

divides tie* opp^r naif (or hemisphere) of tie* shy, which we see, from the under 
half, which we do not see. The Zenith to which the upper end of the string 
point *, is in the centre of the first ; and the Nadn\ <o which the weight end of the 
string points, is in the centre of the second. * 

5 From the zenith 10 the houzon is 90 degrees ; the measure across the ze- 
nith from horizon to horizon is 18 1 degrees ; and tile measure from any point in the 
horizon to the opposite point is the same. 

6. If one stand «iK>n one pole of the earth, that polo of the lienvous will be 
in the zenith, mid the other one in fh^ nadir. If we stand at any number of de- 
grees distance, fiom a pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens will be as many 
degrees from the zeuitli. 

If one stand midway between the poles of the earth, the north pole of the hea- 
vens will b£ in the north point of the horizon, and the south pole of the heavens in 
the south point — A circumference of the earth passing through all the points that 
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are equally distant from both poles is called the Eqimtor of the earth; and the 
circumference of the heavens directly over it is called the celestial Equator. The 
first of these divides Ihe earth info two (e^hal hemispheres, a north and a south ;) 
and (he last divides (V he-iv *th in the stme way. The corresponding pole i&tn 
the centre of the hemisphere, whether of the earth or the heavens. 

7. If one stands at any n rnber of degrees distance from the Equator, the 
nearest pole will be that n a tuber of degrees alnve the horizon, and the oilier pole 
the same number below. Hence every change of p|:u*<*, north ward or southward, 
wsil i -mse ai< altera. ion in the elevation of ill** pole, with regard to the hoiizou; 
but n > alteration will be made by a change eastward or westward, if the same dis- 
tance from the pole (or Equator) be preserved. 

8. \ line drawn directly north and so.dli is rolled a meridian line, because it 
points to the place of the sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such o line were sup- 
posed to be continued northward aud southward to flie'poles, it would be a half 
circumference of the earth ; the Equator would divide it in the middle, and all the 
points through which it passed would be directly north and south of each other. 
If a line were supposed to lie drawn, in tie: heavens, directly over all (be points 
of a meridian, that would be the correspo iding celestial meridian, and would 
pass through the poles of the heavens. If the ui*ii bun on earth and the celestial 
meridian were both continued completely to.ui I, they would be circles ; and the 
former would divide the earth, and the latter tin* heavens, into an eastern and a 
western hemisphere. 

0. As the meridians of all places pass through the roles, and as the poles aro 
points, all meridians must meet one another in these. Lines and circles that meet 
one another are .said to i'orrn an anrj/e. That angle is the measure of the inclina- 
tion of tbe one to the other. Thus, the angle which anv two id ‘udi.ius make with 
each other is measured bv that part of the Equator lli.it lies between them, and 
counted in degrees, minutes, Sa\ 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 24 hours 
nearly, a twenty -foiulh pait must puss any point, as for instance, the. south point, 
in one hour. But tin twenty -fourth part of .‘SdO is 15 ; therefore, J5 degrees of the 
heavens must apparently pass the south, or meridian every hour nearly. 

When we cannot see one place from another, or measure the distance betw een 
them by a rod or line, we cun determine tli^m by l no win." the positions of both on 
the earth’s surface. As, for inquire, a mail living in London wishes to know how 
far it is to Jerusalem or ’Mexico, mnl in what directions those places lie from, 
London ; or n sailor, I.i tie* middle of the Atlantic, wishes to know how lie can find 
his way to the Land's End in Cornwall, or to Kingston in the Island of Jamaica. 
In cither case, lie can neither see the direction nor measure the distance directly ; 
and thus, if he, had not some means of ascertaining them, travelling and sailing 
would be at an end. 

When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or measure the dis- 
tance directly, we Imd how far the one place is north or south of the other, and also 
how far it is east or west ; and when we have once found these, wo can calculate 
the others. The distance north or south is found, by first finding how far e#ch place 
is north or s mth of the Equator, and then taking the sum, if they are oit^pposite 
sides, or the difference, if (hry are on the same side ; and the distance east or w r est 
is found, by first finding the angle that is made at the pole by the meridians of two 
places, or, which is the same thing, by finding what portion of the Equator lies be- 
tween their meridians. 

The latitude of any place is its distance from the Equator ; and in north w hen 
it is nearest the north pole, and south when it is nearest the south pole. No place 
can have more than 9i) degrees of latitude ; neither can two pldces lie more than 180 
degrees asunder. 

The latitude is easily found, by observing the height of the sun, the moon, or 
any other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horison is equal to the latitude of the place, 
This may be ascertained by observing the greatest aud least elevations above thq 
horison of the pole star, or anv other star which never sets. Half the sum of thesg 
elevations is equal to the height of the pole, or the latitude* 
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When we take onr mensurement^of the latitude of any celestial body, (which 
sja effected by means of an instrument, which measures angles,) we must previously 
know how far that celestial body is fromfhe celestial Equator. The distance of any 
celestial body from the celestial Equator, is called its dedication and is north 
or south , according to the situation of the body. If the declination be of the same 
kind with the. latitude, we must subtract it from the height of the body when on 
the meridian ; and if it be of tfie opposite kind, u e must udd it ; the deference be- 
tween the result and 90 degrees, is the latitude. In every method, \vheu our ob- 
servation requires to be accurate, we must m ike other corrections ; as, we must 
allow for the dip or height. \v« are above the mean surface of the earth ; for the 
half diameter of the body, if we take the outside or limb of it instead of the cen- 
tre ; for the refraction, or bending of the light on passing through the otmospherfe; 
and for the parallax , or difference of position in the body, as seen from the surface 
of the earth, and from the centre. \11 these matters are, however, inserted and 
explained in the tables that are used by seamen and others, who have occasion ac- 
curately to find the latitude. 

For common purposes, all degrees of latitude may be considered as of the 
name length; but as, in reality, the earth is a little flattened toward the poles, it 
takes a passage over rather a larger space there, to make the same angular dis- 
tance. 

The longitude of a place is much more difficult to find than the latitude, be- 
cause here we have no point fixed by nature from which to begiu. WV are, there- 
fore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place as a first meridian ; find 
the longitudes of other places by obst nation, and count them from that. It is in- 
different what place we fak'\ and, therefore, British geographers and sailors take 
the meridian of the Royal Observatory, ill Greenwich. Most other nations reckon 
from their chief city : hut it wool 1 be much more convenient if the first meridian 
were the same with all . at least it would save the trouble of adding or subtracting 
the difference. Thus, in reducing French longitudes, which are reckoned from 
Paris, to English, 'l v 20* 24 ff must be added, if they arc east; and the same must 
be subtracted if they are west. 

The general method of finding the difference of lomjilude is, to find the 
difference of time hetweeu the two places. Tie* sun, by the motion of which time 
is usually measured, apparent y comes from the east. Consequently, it must be 
noon, or any other hour at the easternmost place, before it is at the westernmost. 
The difference, as has been stated, is 15 degrees for an hour, four minutes of time 
for u degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to ,i minute of time, or, under the Equa- 
tor, about 510 yai ds for a second of time. These numbers are near enough for pur- 
poses of explanation, bat for all purposes of computation, they require to corres- 
pond with the accurate period of the i evolution of the earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find the exact time 
at the place of observation, whether that place he on land or at sea ; and, therefore, 
if it were possible to convey the exact time at the first meridian over the world, 
the longitude would he. easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly uniform rate, 
may so nff answer the nurpose, but there is no absolute check upon it. If there 
be two or three, the average of them is a little more to be depended on, but even 
that gives no absolute certainty. 

There are several othe r methods: — the eclipses of the sun, the eclipses of the 
satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon, and the distance of the 
moon from certain known stars. These can all be computed beforehand ; and they 
are inserted in the oautical almanacs, for the benefit of seamen. But eclipses of 
the sun happen very seldom; tli»» eclipses of the satellites of Jupiter cannot be' 
observed at sea, in consequence of the motion of the ship; the method mostly re- ! ° 
sorted to is derived from observing the distance of the moon from a star. Those 
distances are marked in the nautical almanac, with the times at Greenwich when . 
they take place, and by making the proper corrections for refraction , parallax , 
and the other circumstances mentioned, the longitude may be found by the differ- 
ence between the lime at which they are observed, and that stated at the first me- 
ridian. Thus, if any position of the ittoon and a star be stated in the nautical al- 
manac to take place at Greenwich at \% at night; and if; alter all corrections, the 
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same be found to tale place at 4 in the morning, the place of observation wifi he in 
60 degrees east longitude nearly. Such are the principles, but the details are too 
minute for being noticed here. 

The degrees of Hugibnl* are not all af the sem'* length. The meridians meet 
at the pole, and arc at tre‘ gi disianc*’, us «- *W, at the E< junto. ; 4, '''refore,as 
the laHtiid-Jnere 'isos. tL«» longitude become less and le-M, «nd cnnseqnen , . an error 
in the longitude becomes a «ninllri number of miles. At it i'mic ^0 the degree of 
longitude is In'^of/v hut it is ai t!i rt eqirnoi, -whore upon the eu.ipo- tlmf the 
earth is a peiteci. globe, i< is equal to a degree of latitude. The decrease is most 
rapid toward the poles, and at thj pole itself the degree of longitude has no length, 
whatever. 

The principles o innthomVioal geography, are more fully detailed in the trea- 
tis"! on that a ibjeei, published by the Noddy for the Hi .'fusion of Useful Knowledge. ; 
wad tr that treatise we refer our readers for the explanation of many points that 
eould here only be slipjitl) noticed.

ON VENTILATION AND HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 

We are all thoroughly aware of the necessity of breathing ; and the agreeable 
freshness and reviving influence of the pure morning air must convince us, that the 
breathing a nure atmosphere is conducive to health; yet we as carefully exclude 
the air from our houses as if its approach were noxious. Intending to shut out the 
inclemencies of the weather only, in our care to guard ourselves from the external 
air, we hinder that renewal of the atmosphere which is necessary to prevent its 
becoming stagnant and unfit to support animal life. 

Few persons are aware how very necessary a thorough ventilation is to the 
preservation of health. We preserve life without food for a considerable time, but 
keep us without air for a very few minutes and w e cease to exist. It is not enough 
that we have air, we mu *4 have fresh air ; for the principle by which life is sup- 
ported is taken iio in the air during the act ol' breathing. One fourth only of the 
Atmosphere is capable of supporting life ; the remainder serves to dilute the pure 
vital air, and render it more 1i t to be respired. A full grown mun takes into his 
lungs neatly a pint of air each time he breathes ; and when at rest, he makes 
about twenty inspirations in a minute. In the lungs, by an appropriate apparatus, 
the air is exposed to the action of the blond, which changes its purer part, the 
vital air, (oxygen gas,) into fixed air, (carbonic acid gas.) which is not only unfit to 
support animal life, but is absolutely destructive of it. An admirable provision of 
the great Author of nature is here visible, to prevent this exhausted and now 
poisonous air from being breathed a second tine* : — while in the lungs, the air 
receives so much heat as makes it specifically lighter than tiie pure atmosphere ; it 
consequently rises above our heads during the short pause between throwing out, 
the breath and drawing it in again, and thus secures to us a pure draught. By the 
care we take to shut out the external air from our houses, we prevent the escape 
of the deteriorated air, and condemn ourselves to b re at lit; again and again the same 
contaminated, unrefreshing atmosphere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing effects of the morning air can Wonder at 
the lassitude and disease that follow the continued breathing of the pestiferous 
atmosphere of crowded or ilUveutiiated apartments? It is only necessary to ob- 
serve the countenances of those who inhabit close rooms and houses, the squalid 
hue of their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid movements, tio^be sensible 
of the bad effects of shutting out the external air. 

Besides the contamination of the air from being breathed, there are other mat- 
ters which tend to depreciate its purity : these are tiie effluvia constantly passing- o t 
from kht^Mri ace of animal bodies, and the combustion of candles and other burning 
s ub. s tauceB. On going into a bed room in a morning, soon after the occupant has 
left his bed, though he be in perfect health, and habitually cleanly in his person, the 
sense of smelling never fails to be offended with the odour animal effluvia with 
which the -atmosphere is charged. There is another cause, perhaps, still more 
striking, when a person, fresh from the morning air enters a coach, in which se- 
veral persons have been close stewed during a long nigfl^ He who has once made 
the experiment will never volnntauly repeat it. The simple expedient of keeping 
down both windows but a single hull-inch would prevent many of the colds, ana 
even fevers, which this injurious mode of travelling often produces. Outside pas- 
sengers, though they may suffer a little more from cold and wet, generally escape 
these every-day cqgjyg laints of those who pay double their fare. If under such 
circumstances the 'Ipps vitiated, how much more injuriously must its quality be? 
depreciated when several persons are confined to one room, where there is an utter 
neglect #f cJeanKnes&ggin which cookigftjvashing, and all other domestic affairs are 
nev^^rily perfonuelSn wher^Hhe wtffmvs are immovably and the door is never 
opened bttt ^ttfesoine one is passing tnrbugh it! On entering such,a den of filth* 
the nose is carotid by, a blench so horrible, as to make any person, unused to ft. 
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jrecoiland pause before lie ventures in ; but the wretched inhabitant ha? his sense of 
ameping so bjunted, that he does not perceive that, which every breath gte takes, he 
inhulos poison, which is sapping the vigour of his body, and destroying the ener- ^ 
gies of Ins mh>d.’ 

Can we wonder that, with such absolute neglect, all the diseases of persons so 
situated should be of a dangerous character ? or that the mind should be dispirited, 1 ' 
and that the man should fly to drums for relief from the burthen which he finds to 
be weighing him down ? 

It muy be taken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever produces a dis- 
agreeable impression on the sense of smelling, is unfavourable to health. That 
sense was doubtless intended to guard us against the dangers to which we are liable 
from vitiation of the atmosphere. If we have, by the same means, a high sense of 
gratification from other subjects, it ought to excite our admiration of the beneficence 
of the Deity, in thus making our senses serve the double purpose of affording us 
pleasure and security ; for the latter end might just as effectually have been answer* 
ed by our being only susceptible of painful impulsions. 

To keep the atmosphere of our houses free fiom contamination, it is not suffi- 
cient that we secure a frequent lenewal of fhe air — all matters which can injure its 
purity must be carefully removed. The linen of beds should not be allowed to re- 
main unchanged till it has lost all appearance of ever having been white, or of ever 
having had aiiy acquaintance with the washing tub. The contents of chamber-vessels 
should not be left in the? bouse an instant, if it Ik* possible, aud certainly notin the 
room of a sick person, every moment they if main they till the air with a filthy 
odour, which is little loss than poisonous to all who breathe it. 

Those who have but one npartnu'ni in which they must, of necessity, perform 
all the domestic duties, should be careful to remove all matters that are offensive in 
Smell ; as cabbage water, dirty soapsuds, foe; they should indeed, if possible, avoid 
washing in the room they live in. For the same reason, drying dothes io-doora 
should be avoided. 

Flowers, in water, and living plants, in pots, greatly injure the purity of the 
air during the night, by giving out huge quantities of an air, (carbonic acid.) similar 
to that which is separated irom the lungs by breathing, which, as before stated, is 
highly noxious. On this account they should never be kept in bed rooms : there are 
instances of persons, who have incautiously gone to sleep in a close room, in which 
the.re has been a large trowing plant, having been found dead in the morning, as 
effectually suffocated as if there had been a charcoal stove in the room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely nee, s>ury to its purity : for in all 
situations it is suffering, either by its vital part being absorbed, or by impure 
vapours being disengaged and dispersed thiough it. Ventilation, therefore, re- 
solves tlse/J into the securing a constant supply of fresh arr. 

In the construction of houses, especially m those built for the poor, this great 
object has been too genciatiy overlooked, when, by a little contrivance in the ar- 
rangement of windows and doors, a current of air might, at any time, be made to 
pervade every room of a house of any dimensions. Rooms cannot be well ventilat- 
ed that have no outlets for the air; for this reason there should be a chimney to 
every apartment. The windows should be capable of being opened, and they should, 
if possible, be situated on the sideot the room opposite to. and furthest from the tire- 
place, that the air may travel se the whole space of the apartment in ilHi way to 
the chimney. 

Fire places in bed-rooms should not be slopped up with chimney-boards. The’ 
windows should be thrown open tor some hours every day, to carry off the animal 
eflluvia which aie necessarily separating from the bed-clothes, and which should be 
assisted in ttieir escape by the bed hcqug shaken up, and tin* dollies spread abroad, 
in which state they should&emain as long us possible ; this is the reverse of the 
usual practice of making the bed, as it is called, in the morning, and tucking it up 
dose, us if with the determination of preventing any purification from taking place, 
c Attention to this direction, with regard to airing the bed-clothcs and bed after be- 
ing slept in, is of the greatest irnpuitance to persons of weak health. Instances 
have been known in w hich restlessness and an inability t o l unl refreshment from 
sleep, would come on in such individuals when the linen opp$£ir beds had been 
unchanged for eight or ten days. In one case of a gentleman, of a very irritable 
habit, who suffered from excessive perspirotuu during the night, and who had taken; 
much medicine .without relief, he obNervuppQat, for two o^hree nights 
had fresh sheets put upon his bed, he had no sweating; and that, after tbut tune, he 
aeVer awoke, but that he was literally swimming, and that the sweats seemed to 
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increase wi%the length of time he slept in the same sheets. By not permitting Mm 
to sleei* in the same sheets or night clothes more than twice without theirbeing 
washed, he instantly lost this debilitating affection. 

Various means are had recourse to at times, with the intention of correcting 
„ disagreeable smells, and of pm i tying the air of sick rooms. Diffusing the vapour of 
vinegar through the air, bv plunging a hot poker into a vessel containing it ; burning 
aromatic vegetables, smoking tobacco, and exploding gunpowder, are the means 
usually employed. All these are useless. The explosion of gunpowder /may, in- 
deed, do something, by displacing the air within the reach of its iniluence ; hut then, 
unfortunately, an air is produced by its combustion, that is as offensive, and equally 
unfit to support life as any air it can be used to remove. These expedients only 
•erve to disguise the really oilrnsive condition of the atmosphere. The onlv < « rtain- 
means of purifying the air of a chamber which is actually occupied hy a person, 
is by changing i' ia such ;i mariner that the patient shall not be direcLly exposed to 
the draughts or currents. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of purifying the air of chambers in which 
persons have been coniined with contagious discuses, so as to destroy the noxious 
power of the effluvia generated in such situations, and thus of preventing the 
disease from extending. This will he accomplished by attending carefully to the 
following directions 

Close all the w indows and doors of the room intended to be purified, except 
the one by which you propose to retreat, and make up the aperture of the chimney 
Or fire-place, except for about an inch or two at the bottom. Having put three 
table spoonsful of common salt, [muriate of soda,) rubbed fine, into a shallow 
dish, place it upon the floor of the apartment, — if with a few hot cinders beneath it, 
the. better; and then pour, at once, upon the salt, a quarter of a pint of strong oil of 
vitriol (sulphuric acid j : retire, and close the room lor forty-eight hours, im- 
mediately the acid is poured upon the salt a pungent vapour, (chlorine.) is given 
out freely, which is extremely unpleasant to breathe, ami very destructive to most 
metallic surfaces. It is on this account that the operator should leave the apart- 
ment quickly, and that all the iron and brass furniture should be previously removed. 
This vapour continues forming for many hours, mid diffusing itself completely 
through all parts of the room, effectually destroys the matter on which infection de- 
pends : at the expiration of about forty -eight hours, the room may bp entered, the, 
doors and windows thrown open, and a fire made in the chimney, in order that the 
appartment may be perfectly ventilated. It may then be safely occupied. The 
above quantity of salt/tkc. is quite sufficient for a chamber of the usual size ; for a 
much larger room, double the quantity, divided into two vessels, should be used. 
The merely offensive odour of sick rooms, or of any other apartments, may be 
readily corrected, by placing in them plates containing the chlorosodiac solution of 
Labaraque , which is now well known in this country. 

But no fumigation will be of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air that has 
been breathed till it has been deprived of its vital pail ; such air must be driven 
out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the fiesli, pure atmosphere. 

I The readiest means of changing the air of an apartment is b» lighting a fire in it, 
and thon^hrovviug open the door and windows ; Ibis will set the air in motion, by 
establishing a current up the chimney. The air winch has been altered by being 
breathed is essential to vegetable life; and plants, aided by the rays of the sun, 
have the power to absorb it, while they themselves, at the same time, give out pnre 
vital air. .The process, going on by day, the reverse of that described before, as 
taking place during tbe night, is continually in operation, so that the purification of 
the atmosphere can only be prevented by its being p reaped in a stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances which require to be atteuded to 
besides cleanliness in thp house, and the free admission of the air into it at all 
times, Ogre ought to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near the house 
that cun injure the purity of, or 'produce tumidity in, the atmosphere : heaps of 
putrifving vegetables dunghills, pools and ditches of stagnant water, privies and 
open drains, furnishS constant supply of the exhalations which produce fever, la 
hot seasons, especially, every breeze in such neighbourhoods must carry poison 
with it. These things are much too narijitnon before the dooTS of cottages, and even 
of larger houses. Those v ho mold hoftles for the poor would dowell to choose situ- 
ation ^ sufficiently elevated to allow the Waters to be drained off with facility: without 
this, they must stagnate and putrify, to the danger of the health of the inhabitants. 
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NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chronology is made up of two Or*»ek words, C /iron os, “time/’amf' 
JLogos, literally “ word,” or u description so that the simpler definition of its 
meaniug is, the story or time,— or the narrative of the succession of recorded 
events, in their proper order, noticing the portions of time that elapse between them# 

As the past is our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful hey to 
the future, the story of time, or the consideration of events, in the order in which' 
they happen, becomes a matter of the utmost importance. Even to our merely his- 
torical knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the events themselves, and without any 
reference to the comparison of them together, chronology is important ; because, 
without that, our knowledge is not correct. But when we wish to turn our historical 
knowledge to a practical use, by reflecting upon the causes and results of human ac- 
tons, chronology becomes indispensable. The great practical use of past events is 
the effect that the antecedent event has upon ti.e consequent; and if we mistake 
the order of succession, (and where we have no information we are more likely to 
be wrong than right,) we are in a worse condition than if we h.id no information 
whatever, —we are in a similar condition to a man travelling along the road from 
London to Dover, in order to arrive at Liverpool, — farther from the object we wish 
to arrive at, than if we lmd not moved at all. 

Now, men seldom take the first atep in any art or science, until they are goaded 
On by necessity ; and as tlie use of chronology is philosophical, and thus does not ap- 
pear till men begin to compare the former events with the latter, and draw con- 
clusions, it caunot be known among very illiterate nations, ami could not he known 
in the early ages of the woild. The memories of the inhabitants of the Squib Sea 
Islands do not extend backwards above an age or two ; and even then they are va- 
gue, not agreed about the events themselves, or informed as to the intervals be- 
tween them. Of the recorded events of the early ages of the world, the information 
is so very uncertain, that the most acute and laborious inquirers jnto the subject are 
at variance. 

Before the story of time con be known, we must know something of time itself ; 
we must know how to compare two portions or periods of it, so as to be able to say 
either, that they arc of equal length, or that the one is longer than the other, anil 
bow much longer it is. In order to do this, we. must fix upon some stand- 
ard of which the length is known ; mid as we cannot keep a portion of time 
by ns to apply to other portions as we do a standard round for weight, or 
a standard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse fo some event which 
we have reason for believing does not take up a longer period at one time than 
at another,— such as the rotation of the earth upon its axis, the revolution of 
the ipooa round the earth, or that of the earth round the sun. Of the absolute 
equality of any two portions of time, whatever may be the event by which they

are measure^we never can be certain ; because we cannot be in possession of two 
«f them nt obqp so as to compare them together. If we can find no other difference 
between the events, we have no reason to Believe that the times in which they happen - 
are of different lengths ; and this negative proof is all that we can get* In using 
the measures of time, we observe the same method as with other measures. If the 
'period be less than a day, we mention the number of hours, or parts of an hour, 
that are in it ; if it be of moderate length, such as the life of a man, we count it in 
years ; and if it be long, we count it in centuries, or hundreds of years. 

Though to all nations, the various lengths of the day, as arising from the rota* \ 
tion of the earth ; of the month, as arising from the revolution of the rnoon ; and of 
the year, as arising from the revolution of the earth, be each dependent upon the 
same cause; and though, as the' other circumstances of those canses— -the spaces 
over which those bodies pass, do not vary much the same day, or month, or year, 
still they must be of the same length to tlv# people of all nations, and there cannot , 
be much difference between one and another ; yet different nations have had differ* 
ent modes of reckoning them. Some of these differences ore pointed out in Art L 
* On the Calendar.” 


When a nation came to such a degree of information and imnorfance, as that it 
felt a desire of recording the events of its ow n history, it generally begun with some 
great event, as a fixed point or epoch, for which it counted the era or succession of 

e nsof time, all presnmed to be equal, and each equal to that which the nation 
ned to take for a standard. The day bi ing the portion with which people are 
most familiar, and also the one of which the appearance is the most striking — light 
Utad darkness being the greatest of all contrast, most nations made the day the ab- 
solute measure ; but as the day is rather short, for measuring long intervals, they 
generally had periods of so many days, and of so many times these again, corres- 
ponding with, or rather having some resemblance to, our weeks, months, and years. 

As an exact number of times of the rotation of the earth is not contained in the 
revolution of the moon, and as an exact number of times of either this rotation or this 
revolution is not contained in the revolution of the earth, eras which are reckoned 
iu terms of either of these fixed periods, do not agree with each other. In other 
words, as days, lunar months, and years, are not even parts or multiplies of each 
ether, two eras which are counted, one in so many times of one of these, and the 
other in so many times of another, cannot be made to agree, so as to point out the 
time at which any event happens, without making correction tor the fractional dif- 
ferences. The period of time in which those fractional differences amount to an unit ' 
of the shorter measure, is called a cycle.— See Art. II. 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion has been disseminated, have, 
ever since its introduction, abandoned all eras , save that w hich began at the birth of 
our Saviour. This is called the Christian era ; and when the date or number of 
the year is spoken of in a solemn or form'd manner, the words Anno Domini , or 
the contraction A. i)., meaning M the year of the Lord ” are prefixed to the number, 
to distinguish it from other eras. When we count from the birth of our Saviour 
backward, we either put B. C., u before Christ,” or Anno ante Christum , A. A. 
C., which is the same, Events are sometimes dated from the creation of the world ; 
,4ind the tprm Anno Mnndi, A. M., that is, “ year of the world, ” prefixed to the 
date ; lnnl as opinion is divided as to the precise date of the creation, in terms of 
the Christian era, the commencement of that era is considered os the preferable 
epoch. 

To find the distance of any event— if it be before the birth of our Saviour, add 
the date of it to the dute of the year ; if after, subtract ; the Bum in the first case, 
ns the difference in the second, is the time from the present date, or the distance of 
the event 


As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the prin- 
cipal events in their histories have been reduced to the respective years of the 
Christian era, either before or after the birth of our Saviour, those eras are needed 
only by those who read the writings of antiquity ; and, therefore, it is not neces- 
sary, in the present case, to detail them. There is, however, one era which is 
used by a very large portion of the moderns, the Hejira, or era commences at the 
epoch of the fight of Mahomet from the city of Mecca to that of Medina, which took 

S ace in the 6£2d year of the Christian era. The Mahometan year is regulated by

• Some make it as small as 3616 years, and some as great as 6424 The chro- 
nology which ia usually given with the authorized version of the Bible, 
places the event in the 4004th year before the commencement of the common 
ear. 

The Olympiads *— The first year of the first Olympiad begins in the summer of the 
776th year before the common era ; the first year of the second Olympiad, in 
the summer of the 772d year, and so on. 

The foundation of Nome .— The 753d year before the commencement of the com- 
mon era, according to the calculation usually adopted. 

The Birth of Christ., — This is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the com** 
mencement of the common era. 

The Hojira. —Commencing 1 on the 16th of July, in the 922d year alter the common 
era.

REPORT ON KYOUK PHYOO HARBOUR. 


Between the North End of Rnmree Island and several small Islands to the .Northward of it, 
there la a passage lradit.fi to <he Eastward ; it affords a safe and Commodious Harbour for Ships 
JJfthr largest class The Harbour is named Kyouk Pliyoo, from a villaee which is on the N. W. 
nsrt of Ramree mid may he interpreted White Stone Harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes 
Sm the first who brought this Harbour to the notice of Government, having visited it with part 
efthe Flotilla, in 1826. 

The Ingress and Egress arc easy, dot ing the day. but not so by night, for, besides the dangers 
that are immediately about the entrance of the Harbour, the Terrible Rocks, that are about 1ft 
miles to the Westward or the Saddle Islnnd. b-mp low, and some of them below the surface, 
make it very hazardous to run for Hie Hurbnur at such time , and should Kyouk Phyoo become 
« nlace of great resort, a lipht of some sort will be indispensible On the Northern Hock of the 
Terrible® wou id he tlie most advantageous position for a lipht ; but 1 apprehend the top will 
afford muiflcient space for a house, although it would only be necessary to erect n small one, 
naAlltliat a ship could require, would he to know the position of the Terribles, and from thence 
hnw indirect her coarse towards the Pagoda Rook , for J consider that, having passed the North 
of Saddle Island, a slop will find the water smooth enough to anchor uutil morning. The 
’Partible Rocks are high enough to be discerned during day light, at five or six miles from a 
verier* deck of 12 feet high, and, therefore, any beacon placed on them to direct ships at that 
lime, is unnecessary. 

The Harbour of Kyouk Phyoo is snperior to Akyab, on account of its easy access at all i?a- 
«»ns of the vear, and the ease with which a ship can quit duriug the S. W. Monsoon; whereas 
the mouth of the Arracan River is environed by a shallow bar, mid ships must choose moderate 
»*venther to put to sea. 


The tides in Kvouk Phyoo are very moderate, as it is only for three or four days on the 
. iv. nt .i 1PI ,. velocity is between two and three miles per hour: the rise and fall of the 

iSSu between eleven and twelve feet, and it is High Water at full and change, a labours. 

The dentil in same parts of Kyouk Phyoo Harbour is inconveniently great, bein^ftO and 40 
fathoms but after getting to tho Raslwaid of the Flag Staff Point, there is a level anchoring 
Srnundwith from 12 to 9 fathoms all over it. 

Tfce most convenient anchorage, is with the Flog Staff bearing from W. by N. to W. N. W. 
blatant about hall or Ihme quarters of a mile, in 10 fathoms at low water. A ship will then bo 
»hout nciuarler of a mile off the flnl , which lines the Ramree Shore, and her communication With 
the shore lie quick ; the flat extends about 250 yards off m some parts, and dries at low sprit* 
tides with 5 or € fat ho ns clous to its edge ; by anchoring nearer to the Flag Staff, yon.wlJJ feel 
the eddies from the point, and he unsteady. 

About o’ie on 1 threo quarter mile, to the South East from the Flag Staff, there is ah inlet 
which branches off into several small cre-ks, naming to the Southward and Westward, the inlet

The coast theu extends to the north to Endeavour River, and forms a few inconsiderable 
aiUttOBities, it is backed by high land, particularly abreast of the Hope Islands. These islands 
open of each other in a N. 39- E direction, and appear to be connected by a shoal : it is, how. 
ever, very likely that a narrow passage may exist between them, but certainly not safe to s$il 
through until expiated. 

Here the number of the Coral Reefs beciu to increase, and great attention must be paid 
in navigating amongst them, but with a caret ul look out from the mast head, whence their ex- 
tent is plainly visible, ivpd a quick leadsman in the chains, no danger need be apprehended.

Traveller's Baggage must not exceed for each Banghy Border, Twenty-* 
four heers, and this must be divided into Two Parcels, or Petarrahs, ofsuofc 
dimensions, as to render these conveniently portable, when slung as Ban* 
ghiea. 


VII. 

It is to be generally understood, that although Government permits jthetr 
servant* to lsy Dfck Hearers for the convenience of the Public, the Stidb do* 
rives no benefit from this source, and that neither Government nor any or thfti$ 
Officers are in any degree responsible to the Traveller for the misfortunes and 
disappoinments which are inseparable from Oak Travelling ; thus evety Tra- 
veller travels at Ins own risk, and is liable to the losses and en creased expenses 
incidental to delays And accidents, and (hat Government can in no instance be 
considered liable to make good any losses whatever. 

VIII. 

When irregularities and consequent inconvenience occur to Travellers, 
the Post Master General on bring applied to, will immediately investigate ihe 
complaint brought to liis notice, but Mu* can ouly be done in the. same manner 
and to the same mid a* a superior m any other Department would interfere to 
enquire iuto complaints preferred against his subordinates. 

IX. 

In cases of surcharge alone, or charges whnhto the parties complaining 
might a op car unjust, been use arising out of some positive neglect or error on 
the part of the Deputy Post Muster who lays the Dak, it would be the duty of 
ttie Post Master General to investigate the matter, with a view to afiord pecu- 
niary redress. 


In every rase of refusal to make good demands on account of laying Dfik 
Bearers, Post Masters am authorized to detain all Letters , Parcels, &c., for 
the person from whom the demands are dur , in (he same manner as he is au- 
thorized to act under Clause JX. of the General Rules. 

XI 

Any decision pronounced by the Post Muster General in all references 
relative to Dak Bearers, to be considered final.

NEW RESTRICTIONS ON THE PERIODICAL PRESS. 


Fort William, Afkil 5, 1823. 

The Governor Genera* in Council with reference to'the live T.nw passed on the 1 4th ultimo, 
and registered in Hie Supreme Court on the Mth instnnt, deem* if proper to notify to the l*ro- 
printers and Editor* of Newspapers and other Period u nl Works. m specified m thr aforesaid 
Bye- Law, that the publication in aim such Paper Periodical Work of matter cnnimg under any 
fa the following heads, wiU snhiml them f*» he deprived of the License uuder which such Paper 
UT Other Periodical Work m;\\ in- conducted 

1st —Defamatory or contumelious reflections agamt the King or any of the Members of the 
Royal Family. 

2d. — Observations Statrmrntg touching the charm ter. constitution, measures or order* of 
the Court of Directors, oi other public Authorities in Rn^lmd, monected with the Government 
of India, or the ehnrieler, ronstirufion. measure* or orders of the Indian Governments, Jmpng- 
feg the motives and designs of siuh Authorities or Governments, or in anv wnv tending to bring 
them into hatred or .contempt ; to excite resistance to their oiders, or to weaken tbc.ir authority. 

3d.— Observations or statements of the above description, relative to allied or friendly Na- 
tive Powers, their Ministers or Representatives. 

4th — Defamatory or contumelimis rem.irts or offensive insinuations levelled ac ain't the 
Governor General the Governors or Crmimmdrrs in Cluet. the Members of Council or the Jndmi 
of His Majesty's Courts at any of the Presidencies, or the Bishop of Calrnttn . and publications 
of any description, tending to expose them to hatred obloquy or contempt, also lebellous or Bon- 
aire reflections and insinuations against the public officers of Government. 

5th,— Discussion* having trndenrv to rrcide nlann or suspicion nmont* the Na # ?ve population 
of any intended oHirwl interference with their religious opinions and observances, and irritating 
and Insulting remarks on their peculiar usag* ,s and modes of thinking oil religions subjects. 

■ 6th — The re publication from Engl fch or other papers of passages coming under the fore- 
going heads. 

?th.— Defamatory publications tending to disturb the peace harmuney and good order of 
society. 

8th.— Anonymous appeals to the public relative to grei vances of a nrofbssional or official , 
Mttnre, alleged to hare been sustained hy public officers in the service of His Majesty or the Ho- 
aorable Company. 

The foregoing rules impose no Irksome restraints on the Publication and Discussion of gny 
matters of General Interest relatin'; to Km opean or Ituinn Affairs, provided they are dOttdaai* 
pd with the temper and decorum, which the Government has a right to expect from thou/ living 
under it’s Protection , neither do they pi eel tide individuals from otfenug in a temperate and de- 
corous manner, through the channel of (lie Public Newunpers or other periodical works, their 
own views and sentiments relative to Hwttin art rime the Interests of the community 

It will be the duty of the Chief Secrruiv to be Government, and that Officer is hereby SRt 
jriinrd te being to the notice of Government without «h tuv. any infringement of the foregoing 
rule* fav the conductors of Nowsuapers or other Periodu at Works published in the Englhflk, hju}- 
■gjuagd; and the same, duty is assigned t» (hr Fenian Swtonry to the Government with rctatioq 
to Newspapers and other Periodical Publications in the languages of the Country. 

The Editors of the Newspapers or other periodical works in the English hmeuago aim «*. 
faired to lodge ode copy of evefy Newspaper, regular or extra, and of every other pffltod fc al 
work published bv them respectively in the office of U»e Chief Secretary to the Government, atid , 
IhA Ed^ors of Newspapers or other pericMbcs! works in the languages of the Conntry are in lflm 
manner required to lodge one copy of every Newspaper or other periodical work published by 
’ them in the office of the Persian Secretory to the Government. Foe these copies they will rp- 
•eive psvmeut at tine usual rate psid hy regular subscribers to such publications respectively.
